In the first disaster hundreds of thou- 
of 38-inch shells were rendered 
useless, and on Friday night 400,000 
pounds of smokeless powder were ‘ de- 
gtroyed. Both shells and powder were 
destined for the Allied Governments. 
Mr. Offley has several agents at work 
but as yet he has received no report | an

RESCUES IN"BREECHES BUOY 


Half the Crew of 439 Saved Amid 
Breakers—Mascot, a Dog, 
ls Landed Early. 


EUREKA, Cal., Jan, 13.—$hortly after 
8 o'clock. tonight the ‘last man of the 


crew of the United States protected, 


cruiser Milwaukee, which went ashore 
near here about 4 o°clock this morning, 
was landed on the beach. Not a life 
was lost. and but.one:man was hurtin 
the rescue of tfie hundreds ‘aboard the 
stranded vessel. 

On. board the Milwaukee when the cur- 


rent carried her into the surf were eigh- 
teen officers and four hundred and 
twenty-one men. The Milwau ee, which 
draws 22.6 feet, had been thrown by the 
breakers into water that was but 12 feet 
deep at low tide, and the cruiser keeled 
at an angle of twen degrees. Her 
double bottom was filled with water 
and her engine room flooded. It was 
thought, she had a hole in “her hull 
and might be a total-loss. 

When the Milwaukee was carried into 
the breakers she was pulling on a cable 
attached to the. stranded mupmarins H-3, 
which went ashore Dec. 14 about half 
a mile from where the Mllweukes now 
lies.

Soldiers’ Starving Wives i in Vienna Ask Aid; 
Dr. ‘Count Says Bulgars, in Need,’ ‘Want Peace 





“LONDON, Jan. 13,—The Arbeiter 
Zeitung of Vienna publishes a letter to 
the Burgomaster from the wives of the 
city tramway employes .who. have been 
called to the. colors, appealing for full 
pay. The letter,.as quoted in an Am- 
sterdam dispatch to The Times, says: 

“We are in a deplorable condition, 
our distress is frightful, and our chil- 
dren aré pming away.” 

-The letter cites the increase-in sajary 
franted to employes who have not. been 
called td the colors, and says that these 
men, in spite of.this increase, are starv- 
ing.. It' continues: 
~ “How then with us poor creatures 
with our half pay? Our wretchedness 
is great. On_ our knees we entreat your 
&xcellency “to ‘have. compassion . and 
grant us full pay. Do not abandon us. 
Take pity on our children.” 


The Rev. Dr. Elmer Ernest Count, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Board of For- 
eign. Missions,. who. returned here yes- 
terday on the Swedish-American liner 
Stockholm after spending. four years 
at Sofla, said that the Bulgarian people 
were in favor of peace now, and were 
badly In need of food. 

' “* They have ‘sugar tickets and bread 


tickets,” he said, “‘ and also have meat- 
less'days. ‘There tsa shortage of soap, 
sugar, and ‘salt throughout. Bulgaria, 
which is'felt very much by the peasants; 
but they are: much better off than the 
Péasants in. Austria-Hungary. 

** Just before I left Sofia a high official 
of the ‘Government informed me that 
Bulgaria had’ been forced into the war 


of the Allies. The: natural sentimént in 
Bulgaria, he said, was in favor of Rus- 
sia, as her people are of the Slavic race. 
All that Bulgaria demanded’ was that 
the Treaty of London should’ be ob- 
served. Had the-Allies sent to the as- 
sistance of Serbia one-half of thé force 
they now have at Saloniki, Bulgaria 
would have remained neutral. 

*“*« We entered the war,’ this official 
concluded, ‘to regain Macédonia, and 
now that that has been accomplished 
Bulgaria does not wish’ further hos- 
tilities.’ . 

“This is proved by the fact that.the 
Bulgarian Government has refused to 
send. any troops to aid the, Toutonic 
forces or to.take- part in any campaign 
at the present time outside Sulgarieh 
territory."’

Know: ae the purpose of:the Government 
toe ‘the navy, we deliberately re- 
sorvettl ;darge part of our facilities—at 
the sacrifice of merchant‘contracts car- 
rying with. them’ very large profits— 
that it might be available to aid in 
carrying out the naval program. 

** We bid on-the battle cruisers sums 
which Navy Department experts, after 
examination of our books and records, 
found would yield a profit of less than 
10 percent. The prices are now called 

‘exorbitant.’ The Secretary of the Navy 
writes a letter to the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, and Congress is asked 
to appropriate $12,000,000 with which to 
equip the Government navy. yards to 
build these ships. The request is made 
without any assurancé whatever that the 
Government can build these ships any 
more cheaply than the private ship- 
builders.”’ 

Mr. Grace said that it would be a real 
advantage to Bethlehem ship yards to be 
relieved of any obligation to enter upon 
this naval construction, ‘as the. profit 
could not amount to much, and the re- 
sponsibility would he enormous. The 
task was looked upon as a patriotic duty,~ 
he explained, and the corporation de- 
ired to make its plants and experience 
available for the Government, 

The Bethlehem ‘Company, Mr. Grace 
said, had undertaken to build a new 
plant for $4,500,000 for the manufacture 
of the new sixteen-inch guns required by 
the battlesiiips provided for in the naxy 
extension plan. Under no conceivable 
circumstances, he asserted, could even a 
fair return be expected on the invest-. 
ment. 

Mr. Grace said that ieneeneith as the 
British Navy had been in ‘action but 
little in the war, it was entirely con- 
ceivable that the English Government 
had a considerable. surplus of naval 
shells on hand which it might be willing 
to have ‘its munition - manufacturers 
**dump *’ on our market “‘ and turn the 
proceeds into shells for use on the bat- 
tlefield.”’

HIS ESCAPE FROM RAMMING 


He Says. British Patrol Tried to 
Sink His Lifeboat, but After- 
$5 ward Saved Him. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—The official'report of Lieuten- 
ant Crompton, a suryivor of the German 
submarine U-41, sunk ‘by the British on 
Sept. 24, 1915, the case of which the 
German Government has characterized 
as a second Baralong incident, was 
made public today and is published in 


the newspapers. 

Lieutenant Crompton, after being 
wounded and a prisoner in. England, 
was interned in Switzerland, whence his 
report was received. . Previous state- 
ments by the German Admiralty have 
charged thatthe account he gave of the 
‘circumstances of the sinking and the 
after-treatment of the two. survivors 
showed a deliberate attempt to do away 
with the only eyewitnesses on the Ger- 
man side. he destruction of the U-41 
is sees to have been carried out by 
a. British ss ship’ which flew the 
American flag throughout the en e- 
ment and which afterward attempted to 
run down a rowboat containing the two 
survivors, who are also said to have 
been ill-treated after rinally being taken 
on board the British vessel. 


Text of Crompteon’s Report. 


Lieutenant Crompton’s report reads: 

“On the morning of Sept. 24, the Brit! 
ish steamer Urbino, bound to England, 
was sunk by artillery fire about thirty 
miles southeast of the Scilly Islands. 
The crew had been allowed about half 
an hour.

After having swam for some time I 
was passed by the steamer at a distance 
of about sixty meters. I called and 
raised my arms but was sneered and spit 
at by the sailors. After a long time I saw 
an empty lifeboat of the steamer Urbino.

In consequence of: loss of: blood I 
was lying in the boat aft while the 
he man sat in the bow. . 

*“* After some time we saw the steamer 
again. We stood upright in the boat 
and waved our hands. The steamer 
changed her course and approached us 
at —_ speed.

RUMANIA’S WAR MINISTRY. 


New Cabinet Made Up of Many En- 
thusjasts for Allies’ Cause. 


A recent dispatch from Jassy, the new 
capital of Rumania, dated Jan. 5, in- 
cluded the text of a “declaration of 
defiance’’’ which, read out:in the Cham- 
ber by Deputy Jorga, had been ordered 
placardéd in every town. This\declara- 
tion, full of patriotic fervor and defiance, 
was counter to the reports from Berlin 
that the Ministry which had succeeded 
the Bratiano War Ministry on Dec. 25 
was not in sympathy with the war. 

An undated dispatch of the Reuter 
Agency just received contains the names 
of the new Ministry.

Aside from Bratiano, who re- 
mains as Premier with the rtfolio ‘of 
Foreign Affairs, there are oO retained 
M. Constantinescu as Minister of the In- 
terior; M. Duca, of Education, and M. 
Antonescu, of Finance. The new Min- 
isters, most of whom had figured in arti- 
cles and. interviews before intervention 
as strong advocates of the cause of the 
Entente, are as follows:

Charles E. Hughes, at his first public 
appearance since the November, elec- 
tions, making his initial speech as’ Pres- 
ident of the New York State Bar Asso- 
ciation at its annual dinner at the Hotel 
Astor last night, went on record against 
“ officious intermeddling’’ with the 
courts. He said that Judges should not 
pay too much attention to popular crit- 
icism, but go on doing their work hon- 
estly. 

*“*T dislike the idea of ‘the, opposition 
of the people to their Judges,”" hé-said. 
‘ The Judges are the people’s Judges, 
maintaining for them an_ imstitution 
without. which the continuance of dem- 
ecratic government would be an impos- 
sibility.” 

At another point in his address Mr. 
Hughes said: 

“IT do not care much for a general

‘The best answer the courts 
fan make to the people is a faithful 
ischarge of the duties‘laid upon them.

THIRTEEN AT TABLE 


A DIET SQUAD BOGY 


Twelve Policemen in the Food 
Test, Will Not Permit Less 
Than Two Guests at a Time. 


ENJOY MUSIC AS THEY DINE 


Piano, with New Decorat'ons, Makes 
the Mess Hail More Attract- 
Ive to the Eye and Ear. 


Some members of thé police diet 
Squad, now engaged in a food test un- 
der the auspices of the Life Extension 
Institute to determine how right living 
may be attained at 25 cents a day, are 
sensitive about having thirteen persons 
at their table in the diet kitchen at 49 
Lafayette Street. This so-called un- 
lucky number has thus far been 
Suarded against. When the: squad had 
only one guest for a.meal it has 
always been arranged to pick out some 
one in the diet kitchen to occupy @& 
fourteenth chair. 

The squad consists of twelve members. 
Matthew Skea, an athlete, was one of 
the original members of the group, but 
he was forced to withdraw to take part 
in an athletic contest as a representa~ 
tive of the Police Department. Skea 
has announced that he would like to 
rejoin the squad and remain with it 
during the néxt two weeks of the ex- 
periment. His request will be passed 
upon by” experts supervising the ‘test, 
who will make their decision today. 
Yesterday one of the members ‘of the 
squad said to Miss Eula McClary, as- 
sistant manager of the diet kitchen: 

** We'd like to have Skea with us, but 

ou know that. would make thirteen.” 

e was assured that there would 
always be a “ fourteenth'’’ person at 
the table. But the men do not want a 
squad of “‘thirteen,’’ and in deference 
to their wishes the number may not be 
increased. 

In revising yesterday the figures of 
the aggregate weight of members of 
the squad it was found that a mistake 
of 2% pounds had been made in the to- 
tal as announced on Friday. Instead of 
Se peund gain, the squad had actually 
made a net gain on the 25-cent diet of 

pounds,

katt daily 25-cent menu may be ar- 
ranged during the next week so us_ to 
rovide a few luxuries for the men. But 

n no case will the maximum cost agreed 
upon be increased. The test has suc- 
ceeded so far without exceeding the cost 
limit, and this plan will be adhered to. 
Nor will the menus be duplicated. Each 
meal will composed of a different 
combination of food. 

‘* We find that we are confronted with 
even higher food prices than we ex- 
pected,’’ said Dr. sk of the Institute. 
** Bo the season and a year of ye 
prices have to be met in conducting the 
experiment. _We would like to. bruaden 
the diet, where it may be kept within 
the financial allowance. e will con- 
fer tonight as to ways and means for 
accomplishing this.” 

Dr. Fisk attributed the loss of weight 
of two men of the squad to extra work 
they had performed in the Police Train- 
ing School. The first three or four 
days of the test is regarded by the ex- 

rts as a trial effort, and as yet form- 


ng no basis for determining anytiing,. 


and the men who show loss may ga 
in weight before another week ends, it 
was said. Their cases will be studied 
closely in the meantime. As regards 
the men who have gained substantially, 
some of them are considered overfed, 
but no reduction in diet will be made 
at present, The men will be permitted 
to use their own discretion as to e 
quantity of food they. desire. 

At a conference tonight, Dr. Fisk, 
Miss Mary S, Rose of ‘the’ Teachers 
College, and her assistant, Miss Mary 
McCormack, and Miss Marian F. Walk- 
er, will formulate a new schedule of 
menus. Miss Walker supervises the 
purchase of supplies and the preparation 
of the menus. iss McCormack figures 
the food values—calories, proteins, car- 
bohydrates, and so forth. 

At the conclusion of the test the pub- 
lic will receive a scientific report, show- 
ing the results attained, as well as all 
the menus and food served and their 
cost. This report will be sold by.the 
Life Extension Institute at a nominal 
cost, to pay for, publication. Those 
who will contribute to this summary 
of the work will include Professors Ir- 
ving Fisher, Yale University; Henry C. 
Sherman, Columbia, and Myer E. Jaffa 
of the University of California, who 
was special agent and food expert for 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

The squad had a seven-cent breakfast 
yesterday, containing 850 calories. It 
consisted of hominy and milk, toast and 
butter, and coffee. It cost 6 cents for 
each member’s luncheon, which 
ed 1,025 calories ‘a person, and com- 
prised bean soup, toast, butter and tea. 
The dinner last evening was one of the 
best thus far served. It cost 12 cents 
and contained 1,250 calories. This menu 
contained kidney stew, baked potatoes, 
whole wheat bread, stewed prunes, mo- 
lasses cookies, butter and. tea.

MILITARY TRAINING 


Institute’s President Announces: 
New Soucne: es Physical 
Culture. 


CHEERED BY THE ALUMNI 


Every Student; He Says, Must Ge 
Made Ready to Serve His Coun- 
try in Peace and War. 


Président Humphreys of Stevens In- 
stitute announced at the alumni dinner 
last night that a new course of physical 
training, to be inauguratedat the in- 
stitute at an early day, would include 
training to equip graduates for service 
with the armed-forces of the Govern- 
ment. The announcement caused the 300 
alumni present at the Astor to cheer 
the speaker repeatedly. In describing 
the gréatly enlarged facilities for gym- 
nagtics and physical exercises, Dr. 
Humphreys said: |. 

“These exercises yill be required of 
all students, of all classes, based upon 
the proper examinations at the begin- 
ning of the college year. ‘We hope to 
find some: way in our new system of 
physical training~to include ‘some~im- 
portant features and work that will prev 
pare our men for service in either the 
U.-S. Army, the Navy, or in both. 

‘Every student will’ be required to 
train in some degree for military serv- 
ice. I believe that, in\this age, and es- 
pecially in a democracy. such as ours, 
every man should be trained to serve his 
country both in peace and war. In some 
such way we hope to do what is best for 
the men themselves, and what is best for 
the community at large. ‘ 

“To my mind it,is absolutely vidicu- 
lous to say, as has been said at times 
by: some persons, that this being a free 
country it was not necessary to do any- 
thing for it.’’ 

An investment of $575,000, on interest, 
as part of the permanent endowment 
fund, had been made from the $1,364,000 
subscribed by the alumni and others for 
Stevens, Dr. Humphreys said. A de- 
ficiency of the year ending: in June, 
1916, had been turned into a surplus, 
and additional; land at Castle. Point, 
giving the institution a broader front 
on the North River, had been purchased 
ataec of $201,000. There are now 450 
students in the engineering course. 

Charles Ferguson, who was.sent to 

Europe by the United States Govern- 
ment to stydy the relations existing 
there under the varying forms of Gov- 
ernments between capital and business 
on the,one -hand and the Governments 
and thd people on the other, spoke on 
the subject of the “‘ Political Problem, @ 
Problem in-Engineering.”’ Mr. Ferguson 
made reference to his report to the Gov- 
ernment and ed his address largely 
on his published articles. He said re- 
garding the situation affecting the Hu- 
ropean war: 
. “Tt appears that this present war 
must go on, no doubt, with intermission 
and breathing space, til all the plutoc- 
racies of the earth have canceled each 
other. Peace has become impossible 
under the old plan. The modern work- 
ing ofder has so mobilized and fluidized 
the whole body of,’civilization that a 
fixea and static concord between self- 
contained and mutually exclusive na- 
tionalities is now impracticable.”’ 

Mr. Ferguson declared that the busi- 
ness of the country must under re- 
organization. The trained man, the en- 
gineer, should become the consulting 
mind with business, whereas he has been 
always regarded as a minor factor and 
had been completely dominated by the 
thought and policies of the managers 
of big business. In this connection Mr. 
Ferguson said: . 

“The engineer and the trained man 
must not be ignored when it comes to 
the part he should take in_the affairs 
of business. When J. P. Morgan be- 

an to bother with the: New Haven 
Railroad the cars began to run off the 
tracks. When Bruce Ismay, a2 man- 
ager of business, ignored the warnings 
of the engineer, there came the disaster 
of the Titanic.”

But all 
can, go, and it-is our wish that they 
should.” 

That letter come from the President 
of-one ofthe largest underwear mian- 
facturing concerns in the courtry,. 

Many employers made the point that 
under a well-worked-out system there 
need be little real hardship on employ- 
ers, because the men undergoing inten- 
sive training would be so young—19 
or 20—that they would not have a high 
économic value. Between 20 and. 25 
years men would have to go back into 
training for probably not more than a 
month at a time, and that would not 
be hard to arrange.’ And after 25. it 
was. most likely they would not be 
called to the colors at all except in a 
grave emergency. 

in addition:to: gathering information 
from employers and guardsmen, the 
Mayor’s Committee reviewed the per- 
formance.of the National Guard asa 
military force.: In doing this it dug 
out of the records of the War Depart- 
ment some remarkable bits of evidence 
that, ‘though’ open to the ‘public, had 
escaped notice.- One of these was a 
letter from the Secretary of War dis- 











closing ' that National Guard officers 
had actually advanced their own in- 
competence as a reason why their ree | 
ignations should be- accepted. The 
Secretary refused to accept the plea; 
he wrote that the National Govern- 
ment was spending a lot of money to} 
give the officers the very training they 
said they lacked, and that they had 
better stay in service and acquire com- 
petence. ee 

The committee placed emphasis upon 
the numberof: resignations of ‘guard 
officers—482 were-accepted up to Nov. 
28—and quoted the Secretary of War’s 
statement to the effect that .“ some 
cases of resignation are noted where it 
is evident that disciplinary action, and 
not resignation, is proper.” 

In the section of the report that deals 
with training the committee says: 


With untrained officers and with re- 
cruits forming such. a large percentage 
of its total strength, the National Guard 
was properly to be classed @5 a raw 
force. or al] practical purposes it was 
not a body organized and equipped for 
action, but a volunteer army formed 
upon a nucleus of men whose training 
had consisted of indoor drills and, in the 
case of some, but not all, a few days 
in camp. 


In Europeaf countries it: is consid- 
ered necessary for a man to ‘have had 
hours of training before bec¢om- 
ing capable soldier. The training 
now prescribed for the National Guard 
covers only 192 hours in a year; before 


tthe present law was enacted it’ was} 


only .128 hours—forty-eight armory 
drills of an hour and a half each and 
one wéek in camp: In the last yéar:. 
for: which a record. is available, .how- 
ever, only 68 per cent. of the enrolled 
strength attended Summer encamp- 
ments, and only 43 per cent. attended 
as magty as twenty-four drills a year. 

If every guardsman who. had had 
training of any kind previous to June 
18 were credited with perfect ‘attend- 
ance at drills and camp for one year, 
as prescribed for the guard, the com- 
mittee calculated that the 138,500 offi- 
eers and men in. serviee on Aug. 31 
hac .had an average of 70 hours of 
Eaing at the time of the mobiliza- 
tion. 

Of the new National Defense dct the 
committee says that it provides no 
remedy for the fundamental difficul- 
ties — unsatisfactory recruiting, the 
economic distress incident to the serv- 
ice of men with families, the equip- 
ment muddle...

" Some objection has been made. to 


_ statements put forth in connection with 
the age of the Philharmonic | Society 
compared with the age of some of the 
* other famous orchestras of the world. 
There has, perhaps, been some misun- 
derstanding as to what comparison could 
properly be made. The Philharmonic 
Society is by no means the oldest or- 
chestra now in existence. It has prop- 
erly been compared with the Philhar- 
- monic Society of Vienna, which “ante- 
dates it by only a few days; this or- 
ganization was, and is, a self-governing 
institution. The Philharmonic Society 
of London is also a self-governing body, 
with associate members. But it ante- 
dates its New York namesake by twen~ 
ty-nine years, for it was established in 
1813. The concerts of the Conservatoire 
in: Paris were begun in 1828 by Habe- 
neck, their first condtctor, and some of 
his frjends, who raised funds to meet 
the éxpenses; but the Society of "the 
Concerts of) the Conservatoire, founded 
immediately theréafter as a result of 
‘this impulse, was upon a co-dperative 
*basis and paid dividends to its mem- 
“bers; and thus they antedate the Phil- 
harmonic by. fifteen years. 


With these societies the Philharmonic: 524, 


may properly be compared. Another 
famous and still older orchestral institu- 
tion still existing, the Gewandhaus Or- 
cheatra of Leipsic, was begun and has 
developed on a. different basis. These 
concerts date from the earlier years of 
the eighteenth century and were of a 
private nature.

But there are other ways in which the 
Philharmonic -Society’s concerts . hgve 
changed _ besides their multiplicity. 
Under their. present management they 
have taken on’@ more ‘“popular *’ char- 
acter than they had in former “years. 
In accepting the great bequest made by 
Joseph Pulitzer ithe: society “became 
morally, though .perhaps not legally, 
bound by the’ ‘hope.’ ingiexppessed in 
his will that thé additional concerts 
made possible by his minificence should 
not have ‘‘too severely class¢cal pro- 
grams,’’ and that these programs should 
“ recognize”’’ his favorite composers, 
Beethoven, Liszt, and Wagner. This 
hope has necessarily affected the com- 
position of the programs, >and the in- 
clinations and. fimitations of the con- 
ductor have affected them further. 

It might not be easy to say just what 
** too severely classical ’’ programs may 
be. It will depend largely upon him 
who is asked, him whose +taste is con- 
sulted. It will also depend largely upon 
the definition of .* classical,’’ which 
has. never: yet been determined. with 
precision. The: ‘** moderns,’”’ the “‘ ro- 
mantics,’’ the “extremists ’’ “of today 
sometimes become the classics of to- 
morrow—if, they are not forgotten in 
the meantime... There are probably 

many people in New York to whom 
the most, indulgent of Mr. Stransky's 
programs would seem _** too - severely 
classical’ if they could be induced to 
go and hear one of them. 

Beethoven, Wagner, und Liszt were 
always ‘‘ recognized” on the society’s 
programs. Beethoven was the founda- 
tion stone upon which its concerts were

to give pleasure. The truth is that the 
public is under-a process of education 
to dislike certain classes of master- 
pieces. Its attention, is most strongly’ 
directed to those of another kind, in 
which obvious effects: are most easily 
obtained, **‘ thrills’’ most tnerringly 
provided; and by which, hence, excite- 
ment most surely®aroused. 


Some will regret the change that has

where. There has: been some sensitive- 
ness displayeG when tnis more or less 
obvious fact has been mentioned. But 
iteis one of the immutable laws of the 
universe that you cannot eat your cake 
and have it, too. The popularizing policy 
of the Philharmonic Society 
and has much to recomimend it, and 
would have more if it were carried on 
with a little more discretion and taste. 
Such work by ‘an organization. that 
makes the widest appeal can obtain 
results of inestimable value. But it is 
seldom: that there is enough Tresoluteness 
and vigor to*carry this.on, side by side, 
and ‘simuitaneously, “with: an appeal ‘to 
the highest and’ most educated taste, 
the taste that has “ arrived,’iythat@oes 
not need to be “ educated ’’ in the ele- 
mentary. things. Theodore Thomas, in 
the various orchestral enterprises that 
he directed, knew how to do this as well 
as it could be done. But there have been 
few others who knew—the present con- 
ductor of the Philharmonic Society is

It all 
goés back to the fact thet thé elder 
Hackett in the role of Falstaff made a 
gréat rare for himself in years gone 
by. “In the course of time hid son, 
without any reputation as a comédian 
decided to hive a try at his father’s: 

A really sumptuous pro- 
duction of “ The Merry Wives ”: was 
then prepared, and rehearsals were 
well undér way wheh Mr. Hackett’s 
injury withdrew him from the cast, 
and at the eléventh hour Tom Wise 
slipped into the yacancy. His ,;Success 
was immédiate and genuine. Thé Cri- 
terion was kept open for four increas- 
ingly prosperous weeks, when M2. 
Hackett called it off and put away its 
beautiful investiture for his own use in 
another séason. Thus we had a fine 
production without a Falstaff and a 
fine Falstaff without aproduction. To 
save this painful situdtién Silvio Hein, 
the composer, bécamé a producer, and 
the present proceedings at the Park 
followed a tour of ten or twelve weeks 
in the neighboring provinces. 

-This Falstaff in Columbus Circle {s a 
good Falstaff, a splendid Falstaff, 
unctuous, large, comic, and richer im- 
measurably than it was when Mr. 
Wise rolled into the part at ten days’ 
notice jast Spring.

His “ Seremonda,” in which the 
queenly Julia Arthur has come 
back to us, if know in its published 
form: under the: more striking and 
felicitous title of * The’ Red Wirie of 
Houssilion,” - ¥ou °*aré -reminded 
Mraightway* “of the” staf “mothér® fa 
*the ‘Show Stiop,”. who, laying it 
down as law that. the stellar rdéle 
must appear in the title; selzed upon 
“A Drop of Poison” and,:- without 
reading ‘it, ‘renamed it: “ Dora’s Di- 
lemma.” 

“ Séremonda ” is an imitation ro- 
mantic, poetic. drama by William 
Lindséy, workmanlike and_ interest- 
ing as to its drama and utterly unin- 
spired as to its poetry. Mr. Metcalf 
in Life suggests that its career in 
the theatre will be a fair test of the 
present public appetite for this atypi- 
cal-fare, and that is a discerning com- 
ment because the reception accorded 
a play by a Rostand or a Dunsany 
which was born out of its dud time 
but which also happened to be & work 
of genius would afford'no fair test. 

The dramatic materials employed by 
Mr. Lindsey are good ones. His story 
is true to the psychology of the love- 
lorn Provence of five centuries ago. 
In the account of its first performanse 
given the next day in this newspaper 
the observation was miade that that 


story “might easily have been found, 


in the doleful lay of some troubadour,” 
arid, indeed, as many lettéfs have 
since pointed out, it is a reworking °f 
an old Provéfhcal_talé, although its 


program made no such acknowledg- 


ment. The story is used by Boccaccio, 
who attributes it to Provence, and the 
original can be found now. in the 
Laurentian Library, in a maniscript 
dating from the middle of the thir- 
teenth century: There it is told how 
Lord Raymond of Rouwussillon was 
taught by the gossips of his household 
to view with Suspicion the lovesick 
songs and ¢lances of his erstwhile 
page, the youthful William of Cab-

romance of Isolde the Slénder,; who 
Was so willowy that she was as grace- 
ful ds a meridian of longitude.

The unex- 
pected strength which the’ Russians 
are showing in the defense of these 
small rivers does not promise a speedy 
forting of the Seéreth once they reach 
this line.. In fact, present conditions) 
give. rise to a reasonable doubt 
whether Germany can force this large 
stream.in the face of the Russian de- 
fensé. It certainly would appear, if 
the present degree of resistance means 
anything, that onct the Sereth and the 
Trotus are reached, Germany must 
come to a halt, as she did before the 
Dwina in Russia. 

‘It is interesting to speculate as to 
what Mackensén will do, or indeed has 
done, with the troops which he was 
using in Dobrudja and in other sec- 
tions of Rumania when the battle line 
was very much longer than it is at 
present. He has two alternatives. 
The first is the Saloniki front, the 
second \to maintain his offensive in 
its present location in: an: effort to 
reach the rich grain fields of Bessa-’ 
rabia. The Saloniki front does not 
appear to be very tempting. The 
lines of supply running up to it are 
few, and it may well be doubted 
whethér it would be possible to main- 
tain a sufficient flow of shell over 
them to keep up an offensive if it 
were started. In addition, these lines 
would. be long, while those of the Al- 
lies, if we omit the sea travel, short. 
The Allies, moreover, have the ad-

“U.S. Dry Within Ten Years” 








So Say Probiibisionists After. Webb- Kenyon Decision 
—Liquor Dealers Say It Will React in Their Favor 








HIS means the beginning of 
real prohibition, which has 
never existed up to the present 
time. Phere will be more 
prohibition legislation passed 
during the present year than 

during any year of the past, and Con- 
gress will certainly submit the national 
prohibition amendment to the country 
before 1920. The United States will be 
‘dry’ within ten years.” — 


“It means that many ~States now 
‘dry’ are going ‘ wet’ within five years, 
and it is the greatest check that possibly 
could be administered to the national pro- 
hibition movement.” 


These conflicting interpretations of the 
significance of the action of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in declaring 
the Webb-Kenyon law to be constitutional 
were both expressed 
by. persons who have 
been. actively en- 
gaged in the prohi- 
bition fight. They 
have been. on differ- 
ent sides, however, 

The first opinion 
was expressed by 
William. H,. Ander- 
son, head of the 
Anti-Saloon League 
in this State; the 
second by A. L. 
Strasser, counsel for 
the Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers’ Association. 
And both presented 
quite plausible argu-_ 
ments to support 
their opinions on the 
effect of this deci- 
sion which was hand- 
ed down las: Monday. 

The Prohibitionists 
throughout the coun- 
try, though, were 
elated at the uphold- 
ing of- the Webb- 

Kenyon law, and 

were unanimous in 

eensidering it a vic- 

tory for prohibition; 

while the lawyers 

representing the liq- 

uor ‘interests ap-_ 

peared to “be about 

the ‘only ones on that side who could 
‘gead victory for the liquor men in 
the legal phraseology of the Court's 
final decision. The law was fought 
for fourteen years by the liquor 
interests. Representatives of some of 
the mail-order liquor. houses that have 
sprung into existence as if by magic as 
prohibition has swept over the country 
were thrown into a state of deep dejection 
by. receipt of the news. Ata convention 
of_ this particular branch of the liquor 
business in Louisville, Ky., last Summer, 
one of the members of. the. Mail “Order 
Liquor Dealers’ Association said in a 
pessimistic address .on the subject. that 
he knew of. a great. many mail-order 
‘honses that would go out of business al- 
together if the. Webb-Kenyon law were 
declared constitutional. t 


In some quarters there has been a 


popular misunderstanding ‘that the. 
Webb-Kenyon law prevented shipments 
of liquor from “wet” to “dry” States. 
It doesn’t. It provides that no liquor 
shall be shipped into a State “in vio- 
lation ” of the law of the State concerned. 

Twenty-three States have been voted 
“dry,” but there are many comparative 
degrees .of dryness in the prohibition 
fight, and some of these twenty-three are 
very moist. Only three of them. are 
classified by the Prohibitionists as “ bone 
dry.” “ Bone dryness ” all over the coun- 
try is the ultimate goal of the Prohibi- 
tionists. These three are West Virginia, 
which establishéd the “ bone-dry” prec- 
edent ‘in 1913 and appointed a “ Com- 
missioner of Prohibition” who has ever 
since been kept very busy by bootleggers 
on one side and legal fights over~con- 
stitutionality of the law on. the. other; 


courts on the ground that they were un- 
constitutional. The Supreme Court went 
further than merely upholding the Webb- 
Kenyon law, and declared that the strict 
prohibitory laws of West Virginia came 
under the rights conferred by Congress 
in the Webb-Kenyon act. 

“Because of the uncertainty as to 
whether or not such strict prohibitory 
laws were unconstitutional many prohi- 
bition States have awaited a final deci- 
sion on ‘this point before adopting sim- 
ilar laws,” Supt. Anderson said in dis- 
cussing this feature with a TIMES re- 
porter after the decision had beer ren- 
deréd. 

“The decision came at the psychological 
moment when the Legislatures of nearly 
all of the States were in.session. It will 
be the signal for all of the suppressed 
prohibitory legislation that has been

Among the twenty-three States which 
have adopted prohibition are the four 
which went “dry” at the last election in 
November: Michigan, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, and Montana. In these States 
the liquor interests were given from six 
months to about two years to wind up 
their affairs and vanish. The law is. 
scheduled to become effec‘ive in Michi- 
gan on May -1, 1918; in Nebraska, May, 
1917; South Dakota, July 1, 1917; and 
Montana, in January of 1919. The Pro- 
hibitionists are now planning vigorous 
fights in these four States to have strict 
legislation fashioned after West Vir- 
ginia’s passed to make the States “ bone 
dry.” They are also conf:dent that. the 
State of Washington, now damp to the 
extent that liquor may be recsived by 
individua!s for personal consumption, will 
go “bone dry” in the near future. This

Columbia was voted “dry” by Con- 
gress ‘the day after the Supreme Court~ 
upheld- the Webb-Kenyon law. An 
ztiti-shipment. feature. embodied ‘in a 
Senate amendment to the bill was de- 
“cated, but the Prohibitionists declare 
that they will get this through soon. The 
new law for the District is to become 
effective on Nov. 1 of this year.

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their voting residence elsewhere and that 
as there were no registration records in 
the District, persons living there per- 
manently being without a vote, it would 
be possible to bring in all of the negroes 
from Virginia that might be needed to de- 
feat the bill, and nobody could prove they 
hadn’t lived in the District for decades. 
There are Machiavellis on both sides. — 

Texas is listed by the Anti-Saloon Year 
Book as a “ near prohibition State.” Like 
many of the other States, it has counties 
and towns that are dry. Its present 
status from the Statewide point of view 
is this: The question of “ submission,” or 
whether to submit the Statewide prohibi- 
tion proposition to the Legislature, was 
voted upon favorably last year, and the 
Prohibitionists express confidence that 
the entire State will be arid within a 
short period. 

New Jersey’s backwardness in seeing 
things the way the Prohibitionists see 
them is explained by the fact that the 
Jersey Legislature is elected by counties 
instead of by Assembly districts, each 
county electing. its delegation en bloc. 
Rural counties are the strongholds of the 
Prohibitionists—it is on this theory that 
they hope to get New York and other big 
cities dry eventually by having the rural 
districts of all the States vote for na- 
tional prohibition—and the Prohibition- 
ists complain that the counties contain- 
ing the largest municipalities in Jersey 
maintain control of the State’s Legisla- 
ture. They feel that they began to break 
through this barrier at the last election, 
however, when for the first time a State 
Senator was elected on a_ prohibition 
platform, together with several Assem- 
blymen, and a great number of voters 
throughout the State showed themselves 
favorable to prohibition, and so New 
Jersey has gone from the hopeless to the 
hopeful list. 

Nevada is the sharpest thorn left in 
the side of the Prohibitionists. 

“ Nevada is totally Ethiopian on the 
wet and dry map,” the Rev. Mr. Ever- 
hart said. “The only two white spots 
there are Indian reservations, where the 
Government will not allow the sale of 
liquor. Nevada licenses prize fighting, 
applauds ling, makes a State export 
ree, and capitalizes in- 
iquity generally.” 

“ When-will you attack Nevada?” he 
was asked. 

“We don’t. attack until folks have 
reached some sort of moral standard of 
their own.” 

And they are hopeful of early results 
in Indiana. William Jennings Bryan 
went to Indiana last year and urged the 
Democrats to champion the cause, and 
the Republican Party is now beginning 
te contend for the title of ardent ad- 
vocate, according to Mr. Everhart. 

““Four more States are ready for 
statutory action for Statewide prohibi- 
tion,” he said. “They are Wyoming, 
Utah, New Mexico, and Florida, all of 
which are mostly dry now. The move- 
ment has achieved such terrific momen- 


informed, and so the league hopes that 
these families may be ready soon to dis- 
pense altogether with such poor substi- 
tutes on the theory that no whisky at 
all could hardly be worse than the brand 
of liquor that these concerns of mush- 
room growth have been shipping into the 
State. West Virginia also procured much 
liquor from Kentucky while the consti- 
tutionality of the stringent laws was un- 
der contention, and one railroad run- 
ning from Kentucky was obliged to put 


on a special train for the daily “suit- ° 


case brigade” that crossed the line car- 
rying heavy handbags that grew lighter 
during the progress of the railroad jour- 
ney, to the discomfiture of other pas- 
sengers. 

Even more flagrant than the viola- 
tions in West Virginia, however, have 
been the violations of the prohibition 
laws in Maine, according to the Prohibi- 
tionists. There it is said that some 
hotels have openly conducted prosperous 
bars, unmolested -by the authorities. 
Maine was the first State of the country 
to go dry, its prohibition law being en- 


acted in the early fifties, and, like most 


of the other States that adopted prohibi- 
tion early, it failed to make any restric- 
tions as to individual shipments, leaving 
any individual to import-a carload a day 
if he desired. It also allowed the sale of 
liquor for medicinal, sacramental, or 
manufacturing purposes, 

“ Of course, spirits must be allowed for 
sacramental purposes,” Mr. Anderson 
said, “but in Maine, as in many other 
places, these three legal reasons for pur- 
chasing liquor have been overworked. A 
man who intends to build a barn asks for 
liquor for ‘manufacturing purposes,’ and 
a man who has at some time in his career 
had a cold in the head must have it for 
medicinal purposes.” 

Mr. Anderson said that despite. these 
flaws in the working out of the laws,

en every and he believed the

“Do you realize how much prohibition 


- territory there is in this country at pres- 


ent? Few persons do. there 
are exactly 2,543 counties im all of the 
States of the Union. Of these, all but 
855 are now dry, and some of the 355 are 
partially dry.” 

The Prohibitionists have been com- 
— rather caustically on former 

President Taft's veto of the Webb-Ken_ 
yon bill as unconstitutional since the 
Supreme Court’s decision on it. 

The question of what persons formerly 
im the liquor business will do, in the event 
that the Prohibitionists’ present plans 
for finishing their work in ten years are 
successful, has commanded considerable 
attention lately, particularly among the. 
liquor men themselves. The prohibition 
law is said to have closed 1,100 saloons 
in the State of Washington, and to have 
put twenty-four breweries and one dis- 
tilling plant out of business there. A 
great many of the saloons have since re- 
opened as soda water fountains and 
candy stores. They have retained their 
former general appearance, a8 a conse- 
quence of which women in Seattle have 


been experiencing the thrill of putting 
one foot on the brass rail while having 


soft drinks served. 

One of the former breweries of Wash- 
ington is said to be turning out a million 
gallons of apple juice a year now, while 
a Colorado ex-brewery. manufactures 
near-beer and fancy China plate. The 
biggest brewery in Wheeling, W. Va., 
was converted into a packing plant and, 
according to its propriétor, is now em- 
ploying three times as many workers as 
it ever employed before. 

In spite of the fact that hundreds of 
breweries have been put out of business, 
the liquor interests assert that the result 
has been only to transfer the trade to 
other States. 

“During the past fifteen years the 
prohibition area has about doubled,” Mr. 
Strasser said in discussing this. “ During 
the same.time the consumption of in- 
toxicating liquors in this country hag also 
nearly doubled. In 1890 the per capita 
consumption in this country was thirteen 
gallons a year. This includes beer, of 
course. Today the annual per capita con- 
sumption in this country is twenty-two 
‘gallons a year. The total output of beer 
is about 60,000,000 barrels‘ a. year; of 
whisky, 130,000,000 gallons: a year; of 
wine, 35,000,000 gallons.” 

While the “drys” have area on their 
side of the argument, the “wets” say 
they have population on theirs, and that 
the population of the “wet” States is 
far greater than that of all the “dry” 
States. The Prohibitionists’ map “doesn’t 
show anything at all,” according to Mr. 


Strasser. “ Why, they Gaim about 60 per 
cent. of the territory in the whole country, 
and it sounds very important until you 
remember that before they started their 
fight, farms and rural districts were 
already dry, never having been other- 
wise—that is to say, 40 per cent. of the 
country was dry to start with. © 

Mr. Strasser continued: 

“In my opinion, the Supreme Court’s 
decision on the Webb-Kenyon law ends 
all necessity for a national amendment. 
The Prohibitionists complained before 
that prohibition couldn’t get a fair 
chance because liquor could be shipped in 
‘from wet States. Well, that can’t hap- 
pen any more now. In other words, the 
Webb-Kenyon law gives to every State 
everything that it could gain by a na- 


. tional amendment. I think this will 


end the prospect of the national amend- 
ment. I also think that it will result 
in a number of nominally dry States 
going wet again within ‘the. next five 
years when they find that they can 
no longer have liquor sent in from the 
outside. It will test the sincerity of the 
prohibition States.” 

Mr. Strasser said that the per capita 
consumption of intoxicants here was con- 
siderably less than in any of the prin- 
cipal European nations. In England, he 
said, the average person: drank 28% gal- | 
lons of intoxicants a year, and iri Ger- 
many a little more than 29 gallons. 

In New York State townships now 
have local. option and can decide for 
themselves whether they will be “dry” 
or “wet.” The Anti-Saloon League 
hopes to have a bill passed by the pres- 
ent Legislature, called. the “Optional 
Prohibition Remonstrance bill,” to.extend 
local option to ctiies of the first class and 
enable different districts’ of those cities 
to vote on the proposition. The purpose 
is to make it possible for residential dis- 
tricts to go “dry” whether the rest of 
the city remains “wet” or-not. .

In 
the meantime, however, they expect to 
fight. for a bill in the present Congress

Is Winter the Best Time to Take a ous 


the actions and reactions of the 

human body as the “ governor” 
of a steam engine regulates the vol- 
ume of steam: entering the cylinder 
according to the pressure in the boilers. 
In a volume called “Civilization and 
Climate,” recently igsued by the Yale 
University Press, it is shown that ex- 
tremes of temperature and humidity aré 
the chief inhibitors ‘of our natural 
powers, that we are at our best in the 
Autumn and Spring—the two periods of 
the year during which the mean anrfiual 
temperature and ‘humidity most nearly 
prevail. We have been right in our as- 
sumption that human forces are at their 
highest in the temperate zones, but 
wrong in our theory that we are able to 
do the most and best work in the Winter, 
with its low temperature and compara- 
tively dry atmosphere. 

Most people take their vacations at 
the wrong time of the year, according to 
this book. 4t is, of course, pleasanter to 
take your vacation in fine weather,

Factory 
temperature and efficiency charts tend 
to prove this, and the reason for the 
general contrary opinion probably is that 
the bodily discomfort of sultry weather 
is so generally appreciated, while most 
people have a habit of calling cold 
weather “exhilarating.” They move 
about briskly to keep the blood stirring, 
and are under the erroneous impression 
that this activity signifies possession of 
the maximum of energy. 


It is not denied that there is wisdom in 


quitting work during very hot. Summers 
and taking a vacatior on the coast or in 


the mountains, though from an economic 


““gation and Climate.” 


viewpoint the need is not so great for 
relaxation as when physical weakness re- 
sults from extremely cold weather. 

“The only trouble is that those whe 
most need such a change are rarely the 
ones to get it,” says the writer-of “‘ Civili- 
“If people could 
spend the Summer on the Maine 
the Winter in Georgia, and the rest a 
-they ought to be 
able to do the best d of ‘work-at all 
seasons almost without the necessity of 
a vacation.” 

As Spring approaches the increasing 
proportion of sunlight appears to act as 
a stimulant to both mental and physical 
effort. This factor even seems to ovér- 
come the effect of late cold spells. In the 
Spring, as in the Autumn, it is found 
that workers may be pushed to the limit 
and will not suffer, because of fis’ sea- 
sonal increase in their energies. The 
point is emphasized that after the middle 
of November such pressure may be al- 
most disastrous, rendering the workers 
unfit for more than casual application 
during the whole of the Winter. ; 

- The suggestion is made that the ner- 
vousness of Americans is partly due to 
the fact that, although we relax some- 
what in Summer, we keep ourselves at 
high préssure through the Winter when 
the need of relaxation is greatest. 
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Scientists’ Belief ina Personal. God Probed 
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Interesting Rea of a Study Made of Selected Groups—Their 
Views on n the Question of Personal Immortality Also Studied. 

















R. JAMES HENRY LEUBA, 
Professor of Psychology and 
Pedagogy at.Bryn Mawr, has 
published the replies received 
by him from large groups of 
American men of science, 

historians, sociologists, and psychologists 

as to their belief-or disbelief: in a per- 
sonal God and in personal immortality. 
The charted statistics of the answers 
show for each group a majority of un- 
believers in a personal God, but in the 
matter of the personal immortality there 
is much: more orthodoxy in the replies, 
some of the groups even showing slight 
majorities for belief in life for the in- 
dividual after death, regardless of the 
absolute unbelief or agnosticism of the 
group members as,to the Deity of the 

Christian religion. 

_ “It was-not intended,” says Dr. Leuba 

in commenting on his statistics, “to find 

out the religious beliefs of these men, but 
only to learn whether they believed in 

a particular concept of God, without 

which Christian worship, as now prac- 

ticed, cannot continue. Those who de- 
clared disbeli.f are not to be classed on 
that account as materialists. Many of 
them hold some form of idealism. 


Neither are these statistics set forth as: 


proof that the disbelieving majorities 
are in the right. But the fact is that 
the majorities do disbelieve in the per- 
sonal God and, further, the replies show 
that as we pass from the less eminent to 
the more eminent men in each group the 
majority of unbelievers grows much 
larger.” 

’ That point is enlarged. upon by Dr. 
Leuba’ in his book, “ The Belief in God 
and° Immortality,” | published by Sher- 
man, French & Co. of Boston, un- 
der the chapter heading, “The Chief 
Cause of Disbelief,” in the course of 
which the: author says: 

, Greater eminence implies; doubtless, greater 
knowledge in the field of eminence and fre- 
quently also outside of it. . But this does not 
mean that the loss of belief accompanying 
eminence arises entirely or even chiefly from 
greater knowledge: The reward of eminence 
is not usually given for mere knowledge and 
sheer -Intellettual ability; the measure of 
native intellectual capacity is far from be- 
ing always in direct rélation to the social 
and scientific standing attained. 

The men of. higher rank are, on the-whole, 
@istinguished among) their colleagues for ac- 
tivity, ty, initiative, and self-reliance. 
Of these qualities, at least the lest two tend 
to resist the forces of tradition, of authority, 
and of prestige, as well as to increase knowl- 
edge. 

A certain callousness, making for effective 
freedom from kith and kin, for love of the 
naked truth and sharply defined situations, 


and a courageous impatience with the bonds: 


that would tie us to the past and retard the 
movement forward and upward entered as 
frequent and powerful factors in the deter- 
mination of the opinions of our scientific 
ree i in r ble degree of these 
qualities, antagonistic to the traditional and 
the orthodox, is incontestably favorable to

I conclude, therefore, that the greater loss 
of belief suffered by the greater men its 
probably not to be asctibed chiefly to their 
greater knowlege, but rather to certain tem- 
peramental qualities or energies whith make 
it relatively easy for them to rid themselves 
of much of the social pressure to which others 
eld.

d@oxy.“ So that those who fill the places that . 


fall to the lot of distinguished men of science 
are relieved of much of the pressufe which 
bears upon their less favored colleagues. 

If, furthermore, the greater men issue pre- 
dominantly from eminent families, they have 
been from their early years freer than the 
lesser men from the influence usually ex- 
erted upon youth ‘by traditional opinion. In 
a struggle against the forces of tradition the 
greater men ‘would thus be doubly ¢avored. 

How shall we account, now, for the differ- 
ences in belief amorig the lesser men and 
among the greater men themselves? Within 
* these subdivisions, as between them, there 
exist ‘again differences of distinction resting 
upon the qualities I have singled out. T see, 
therefore, no reason for giving a separate 
answer to this second part of the problem. 

Unbelief both among the lesser and the 
greater men is probably ‘determined not 
chiefly by intellectual possessions and abili- 
ties, but more éssentially by temperamental 
traits which resist the influence of the social 
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forces.that tend to the maintenance of estab- 
lished beliefs. 

But why should greater moral and intel- 
Jectual independence ,result in the rejection 
of the beliefs with which we have been con- 
cerned, instead of lifting them up to the level 
of truly personal, critically established con- 
victions? Which of these two possible effects 
will actually take place ‘in any particular in- 
stance of traditional belief will depend upon 
one’s estimation of the validity of the grounds 
on which it is hefd to be-true. When fone is 
offered, or when the proffered grounds of 
belief are insufficient to meet the requirement 
of an independent mind; then independence 
will lead either to the rejection of the belief 
or to agnosticism. —

consideration, Dr. Leuba gives the re- 
sult of two inquiries among students and 
finds them very different from what he 
thinks would have been obtained fifty 
years ago when, he surmises, American 
undergraduates would have answered 
questions as. to their belief with uni- 
formity and assurance, and in the terms 
of the catechisms then in. use. 

One of the two student inquiries of the 
present day covered all the members of 
a number of classes belonging to non- 
technical departments of nine colleges of 
high rank and two classes of a normal 
school. The answers showed that 56 per 
cent. of the men and 82 per cent. of the 


women students were believers in a per-* 


sonal God. Thirty-one per cent. of the 
men and 11 per cent. of the women tried 
to express themselves as believers in an 
impersonal God. 

The others were doubters. That there 
were more unbelievers among the male 
than among the female students, Dr. 
Leuba attributes to a “stronger impulse 


“to self-affirmation and freedom and to.a 


correlated lesser need of affection and ‘of 
moral support felt by the men.” 
The second student inquiry was con- 


. cerning belief in immortality of the in- 


dividual, and the statistics are based on 
replies from 90 per cent. of all the stu- 
dents in one college of high rank and 
moderate size, including members of all 
the Protestant denominations and a few.

‘American Men 6f Science,’ a volume con- 
taining about y-five hundred names, 
and of the membership lists of the Amer- 
ican Historical Association, the American 








their standard of inclusion is rather toe . 
low than too high; it would be easy to 
single out from the membership of - 
the American Psychological: Association 
many persons who could hardly be of- 
fended if. denied the right to be called 
psychologists:-: I say this in order that it 
may. not be imagined that.this inquiry 
deals only with men of very high achieve- 
ments.” 
Continuing, Dr. Leuba says: 

I have been assured by statisticians that 
results based on the whole list of 5,500 men 
of science and results based on 500 would be 
to all intents and purposes the same. Such 
a proof might be attempted by carrying out 
two separate, but otherwise identical, inves- 
tigations, each involving 500 persons taken 
by a rule of chance from the volume named. 

Should their conclusions coincidé they could 
be held to be valid also for the entire 5,500 
‘men listed in ‘American Men of Science.’ This 
is precisely the procedure I followed; i. e., 
I carried out separately two identical investi- 
gations, each including 500 scientists. In 
every one of the other groups my investiga- 
tion included a larger proportion of the whole 
than in the case of the scientists. 

Something less than 10 per cent. of ail 
to whom the- questionnaire was sent 
failed to return the blank forms and only 
about 14 per cent. of the others sent back 
the forms without their personal state- 
ments of belief or disbelief. There was 
no request for signatures, but many of 


’ .those.who declared their orthodox belief 


in the personal God and the personal im- 
mortality signed their names, while ths 
unbelievers, for the most part, sent in 
their statements without signatures. 

Each of the two groups of 500 scien- 
tists and of the smaller groups of his- 
‘torians, sociologists, and psychologists 
was subdivided into the men of lesscr 
and greater eminence, In each group of 
500 scientists 300 were rated. as lancer 
and 200 as greater men. 

In the first group 51 per cent. of the 
lesser declared belief in a personal God; 
only 35.7° per cent. of the more emi- 
nent section declared that belief: In the 
second division of 500 scientists 45.5 per 
cent. of the lesser men believe in God 
and only 27.7 of the more eminent, 


On the belief in personal immortality 
these two divisions of 500 men each di- 
vide as follows: . First division —Lesser 
men, 66.5-per cent. believe; more eminent, 
38.8 believe. Second: division.—Lesser 
men, 52.8 believe; more eminent, 35.2 be- 
lieve. 


Before leaving his. Soubaind scientists, 
Dr. Leuba rearranges them in two new 
groupings, classifie. as physical and bio- 
logical scientists, and finds that the bio~- 
logical men are much Jess orthodox than 
the others. 


The most skeptical group in the entire 
list is that of the psychologists, of whom 
there are fifty men rated as distin- 
guished and fifty-seven as less eminent. 
Thirty-two per cent. of the lesser and 
only 13 per cent. of the greater believe 
in God. Twenty-seven per cent. of the 
lesser and only 9 per cent. of the greater 
believe in ‘immortality. 

The conclusion which Dr. Leuba pre 
from his statistics is, in part, as follows: 

The representative nature of our statistics 
invests them with a very gréat significance, 
for if. these groups of men do not include all 
the intellectual leaders of the United States, 
they certainly include the great majority of 

Most of them are teachers in schools of 
higher learning. In that capacity they should 
be, and doubtless are, in a. very real sense, 
moral leaders. There is no class of men who, 
on the whole, rival them for the influence 
exerted upon the educated public and upon 
the young men from whom are to come most 
of the leaders of the next generation. 

The situation by the present sta- 
tistical] studies dema: a revision of public - 
opinion regarding the prevalence and the fu- 
ture of the two cardinal beliefs of official 
Christianity, and shows the futility of the 
efforts of those who would meet the present 
religious crisis by devising @ more efficient 
organization and . co-operation of the 
churehes, or more attractive social features, 
or even a more complete consecration of the 
church membership to its task.

neath the venerable, classic 

shades of Oxford—at least 

in recent times—was Felix 
Soumarokoff-Elston, Count Elston as he 
was called for short. Now that his name 
has been dragged into the limelight in 
connection with the disagreeable affair 
of Rasputin’s murder, I feel that it is 
time for somebody to take up his defense 
and give people some idea of his person- 
ality. Let them read this and then de- 
cide whether they think it is likely he 
committed a ten-twenty-thirty-cent mur- 
der. 

I refuse to believe he had any elose 
connection with it, merely for the reason 
that it does not fit in with his character. 
That he may, through his family, have 
been involved in the intrigues which re- 
sulted in it is‘not at all unlikely, if our 
idea of Russian Court machinations are 
correct, for the Yusupoff family is, after 
the royal house, the most powerful and 
important family in Russia. 

Felix is the only child of Prince 
Yusupoff, to which title he is heir, as I 
always understood. That the American 
newspapers should call him Prince 
Yusupoff is, I think, a mistake. How- 
ever, the Yusupoffs were the Kings of 
the Tartars when Russia was amalga- 
mated by Peter the Great. 

But in spite of this rather spectacular 
and barbarie ancestry, a more gentle, 
wistfully humorous, and gracious person 
could not be imagined than Felix. 


I knew him first in the Autumn of . 


1909, my first term in Oxford and his, 
and we were associated fairly closely 
throughout the three years that followed, 
though we were at different colleges—he 
at University, I at Oriel. 

The first time I ever saw him was at 
dinner at Mrs. Duff’s, a brilliant woman 
who was Felix’s coach in Latin and 
Greek and various things, and whose son 
was at Balliol and a great friend of mine. 
When he came into the room he made 
Ian Hamilton, who came with him, look 
like his private secretary. I suppose in 
comparison we all looked like waiters. 
He had the grand air. It may have been 
to a great extent his clothes. Shades of 
Beau Brummel! I suppose each one of 
us who knew him probably still has some 
keepsake from his groaning wardrobe. 
We used to rob him outrageously. 

After dinner Felix and I got together 
and talked French. He was new in Eng- 
land and could speak very little Efglish, 
while I could talk only United States. 
We were in the same boat. So we be- 
came very thick, and he made me promise 
to come and see him at University— 
“ Univ,” as it is called. I was delighted, 
because I was a miserable freshman my- 
self and knew nobody in my own college. 
I went next day, I think, and there I got 
my first inkling that here was no ordi- 
nary person. 

He had a suite of large rooms on the 
ground floor looking out on The High, 
and they had evidently just graduated 
out of the hands of some London deco- 
rator. This was no Oxford handiwork. 
Chintz and deep wicker chairs and old 
engravings and silver boxes about on the 
tables, and innumerable photographs in 
silver frames. One he told me was his 
mother, the loveliest face I ever saw. 

‘It was perhaps her exalted look more 
than her diamond tiara that made me say, 
“ Gwendolyn-what-have-we-here? ” 

Everything about Felix was always 
sort of Grandiflora, though I am not 
gure quite that he realized it. There was 
never any sort of display—merely lux- 
urious comfort. Expense did not enter 
into account at all. He was not extrava- 
gant; it was only that he seemed_not to 
be able to think in ‘small quantities. 

On a little carved table was a wooden 
box about a foot cube containing crystal- 
lized violets, at least ten pounds, of 
which he pressed me to partake. He also 
brought out some créme Yvette, which 
he said should be taken with them, and 
which I despise. After I had gulped down 
@ small glassful and.two violets he re- 


marked casually that he didn’t see how 
anybody could like those things. I then 
confessed to my own mortal distaste for 
them, and we had a good laugh. I sup- 
pose it was American crudeness. I 
should have pretended to the last. 

In rummaging around on one: of the 
tables I found one silver box full of little 
green flakes. 

“ What's this? ” I asked. 

“ Hasheesh,” he said. “ Don’t you like 
it? ” 

“ What do you do with it?” 

“Oh, anything. Smoke it. Eat it. 
You have a lot of plaisure.” 

“ Oh! ” I said, much impressed. 

But again the preparations must have 
been merely hospitable, for Pnever knew

Next day he came and had tea with me 
at Oriel, and we saw each other off and 
on during the rest of that lonely first 
term. He was discontented. He did not 
understand the restrictions. He could 
not see why he had to be in college every 
night at 12, and be reported by an obse- 
quious gate porter if he were late, or why 
he could not just send his valet to the 
Dean to say, “Monsieur le Comte de- 
sires to see you,” instead of having to put 
on a ridiculous little gown and go in per- 
son to wait upon the Dean.

He had not 
found himself: And Oxford had not yet 
found him.

hers the license from the university to 
keep lodgers, whose doings she was in

could in case. of emergency always say 
that Monsieur was in there. - Mean- 
while Monsieur was much seen in Lon- 
don, where he was petted by society. 

He was special protégé to the Louis 
of Battenburgs, Lady Ripon, Mrs. Hwfa 
Williams, and the Duchess of Rutland. 
Those at least seemed to be the ones one 
heard most of. 

But at the same time he was in Ox- 
ford commendably often.

The 
piano was going, Punch barking, Flor- 
ence screaming as if the world had just 
come to an end, and the landlady was 
always in the last stages of despair. 
Sometimes, of course, it was compara- 
tively quiet. 

It was at about this time that Felix 
joined the Bullingdon and took up riding, 
hunting. and polo.

Will Steam Trawler Put Net 


N opposition to a Boston fish company, 
which operates seven steam trawlers 
and has four more building, about 

twenty smaller fish concerns have formed 
a new corporation there. The new com- 
pany plans to enter the steam trawling 
field in connection with the older con- 
cern,which until recently has controlled 
almost entirely the beam-trawling indus- 
try. 

Is the steam trawler: going to drive 

net fishermen out of business? 


Although the merits and demerits of 
beam trawling and otter trawling, which 
aré essentially similar, had long been the 
subject of much controversy and numer- 
ous investigations in Europe, there never 
had been occasion for either in the United 
States. until the rapid augmentation of 
the Boston steam-trawling fleet after 
1910 aroused the line fishermen to ap- 
prehension concerning the conservation of 
the fishing banks and a realization .that 
they were tace to face: with a possible 
revolution in the methods of fishing. 


Expert investigators of the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries have found 
that, in comparatively recent years, the 
fishing fleet of the banks has undergone 
a great change in both- model and rig. 
The introduction of a new class of ves- 
sels, having greater speed and superior 
seagoing qualities than were possessed 
by the old type, has made it possible to 
prosecute the fisheries on a larger'scale 
at all seasons, especially during the Win- 
ter months. In consequence of the in- 
creased size of the modern type of ves- 
sels, much more-fishing gear is now oper- 
ated by each vessel than was customary 
thirty or forty years ago. At that time 
fewer vessels, in proportion to {ite size of 
the fleet, were engaged in the 
fishery—that is, landing their catch. 
‘tresh.conditian—and more attention was 

It. fishing, the 


It has been found by these Government 
investigators that trawling interferes but 
little with line fishing and causes practi- 
cally no damage to the trawi lines. From 
the nature of the two fisheries, however, 
it is believed both cannot be extensively 
conducted on the same grounds without 
resultant accidental damage to or inter- 
ference with the lines, especially in foggy 
weather. While the facts show no proof 
or presumption of any depletion -in the 
fisheries on the banks frequented by 
American otter trawlers, it is possible, 
these experts say, that the seeds of dam- 
age already have been sown and that 
their fruits may appear in the future or 
that the development of a wholly unreg- 
ulated fishery eventually may result in 
injury where noné now exists. 

In the history of our own bank fish- 
eries we have sufficient information to 
warrant the belief that there is but little 
danger of their depletion by line fishing 
as at present conducted, according to the 
Government. investigators, but there is 
no such accumulation of data respecting

Fishermen Out of Business? 


the recently introduced otter trawl. For 
an indication of what may be expected 
from it we must have recourse to the 
history of the fishery. in other places. 

Otter-fishing has been practiced longer 
and has attained its greatest develop- 
ment in the North Sea, where, before the 
war began, there appeared to be ample 
evidence that it was being carried on to 
excess, and that the fisheries for certain 
fishes had suffered in consequence.

Now the 
new condition of things which arose from 
the Bucharest treaty of Aug. 10, 1913, sud- 
denly formed a formidable obstacle to the 
Pan German scheme in the East, and this 
is the reason: 

The treaty of Bucharest created in the 
peninsula two groups‘of States sharply op- 
posed to each other. The first was formed 
of the beaten and sullen participants in the 


‘ Balkan wars, Bulgaria and Turkey. The 
; second group was composed of those peoples 


which had benefited by the wars and were 
satisfied’ with: the result, to wit: Rumania, 
Serbia, Montenegro, and Greece. These four 
last States, seeing that their vital interests 
had -become closely bound together by the 
territorial annexations made at the cost of 
the common enemy, had joined all their forces 
te insure the maintenance of the Bucharest 
treaty, which they- considered inviolable. 


On the other hand, this sharp division of 
the Balkan States into two groups whose 
interests were diametrically opposed reacted 
deeply on general European politics, The 
force of events led the conquered States of 
1912 and 1913, Turkey and Bulgaria, to sup< 
port Germanism in the Balkans; on the con- 
trary, Rumania as well as Serbia, Monte- 


- pegro, and Greece, because Of their recent 


acquisitions, were leaning more and more to- 
wards the Triple Entente, quite contrary te 
the views of Berlin and at thé cost of ‘Tur- 
key, which even then was bound hand and 
foot to Germany. : 

The new balance of military forces in the 
Balkans, which was the outcome of ‘the 
Bucharest treaty, therefore reduced almost te 
naught Germany’s power of intrigue in the 
peninsula. 

Had. peace reigned for a few. years the 
new Balkan situation would have been con- 
solidated and the obstacle to Pan German 
ambition in the East would have been still 
more serious. It was.for-these varied rea- 
sons that Berlin decided to intervene directly, 
Without doubt Serbia was the pivot on which 
turned the new Balkan equilibrium. It was 
therefore decided to destroy her without de- 
lay, kindling at the same time the Europeaa 
conflagration, and thus by one single blow 
to accomplish the plan of 1911, 


The second chain of events that pre- 
cipitated Germany’s. decision to bring 


about war, according to M. Chéradame, - 


was ferged in Austria-Hungary. Briefly, 
this chain of events was the growing 
clamor for equitable political representa- 
tion among the non-German elements of 
the Austro-Hungarian monarchy, which 
far outnumber the German. elements— 
far more so than is generally known, says 
M. Chéradame, owing to the systematic 
falsifying -of census ‘returns by Prusso- 
phile Austrian officials. The Femee

If South, (dealer,) 
bid a no-trump accepted by West and 
East bid two no-trumps or two of a suit, 
South may desert West and accept the 
later bid.. This sort of thing may be re- 
peated again and again. 

Individual scores are kept in four sepa- 


rate columns and at the conclusion of the. 


rubber they are added up and each player 
pays to or receives from each other the 
difference between their respective scores, 
so that one player may win from three, 
win from two, and lose to one, lose to two 
and win from. one, lose to all three, or 
may, of course, break even with any one 
or all of the others. 

-At first reading the game appears to 


be too complicated,-both in bidding and . 


scoring, to ever become genérally popu- 
lar, but it really is not so.) ‘It does not 
take any great amount of practice: to. be- 
come accustomed to the bidding, and the 
scoring, while cumbersome, may be read- 
ily mastered by any one able ‘to add_col- 
umns that sometimes become quite 
lengthy. 


Arguments in Support of the New Game. 


The advocates of pirate contend that it 
has “six major advantages over auction 
bridge,” which they name and explain as 
follows: A 


1. MISMATED PARTNERS. In auction you 
may meet a fiend and not be able to shake 
him. In pirate you can avoid a tedious, 
poetic, alcoholic, or idiotic partner. 

. MISMATED HANDS. In auction two 
good hands never seem to come together. 
In pirate the reverse is almost invariably 
the case. 

. SHORTER RUBBERS. In auction approx- 
imately 28 per cent. of all declarations fail. 
In pirate comparatively few are set, and 
the rubbers aré, therefore, shorter. 

. LIABILITY. FOR PARTNER’S MIS- 
TAKES, -In auction a player suffers in 
consequence of the mistakes of his partner. 
In pirate he has only himself to blame. 

. UNPLEASANT COMMENT. Auction pro- 
duces bickering, faultfinding, nagging, and 
exhibition of bad temper. Pirate is not 
apt to do 80. 

LACK OF INCENTIVE... Auction is not 
@ game for the ambitious player, as two 
must win, and always the same amount, 
but pirate is just the game for the man 
with the <a temperament. . 
Considering these objections seriatim, 
we find: 


1.—Mismated Partners. 
It is. true that in anction partners do 


new game, just as in auction, there are 
always two partners playing against two 
partners; but in pirate these partners

been working i in opposition to each other) 
become partners there is mueh more apt 
to be.a mismating than in the present 
game. . 


That pirate enables a. player to avoid: 


a “tedious, poetic, alcoholic, or idiotic 
partner” is a most remarkable proposi- 
tion. How is this to be done? With 
one objectionable and three sound players 
at the table, the two who play against 
the weak one have the advantage, but 
one expert must always have the un- 
desirable partner just as in the present 
game. Who has to suffer is a matter 
of chance in either game unless in 
pirate one or more players systematically 
avoid a certain other player; should this 
be attempted the result. would be most 
unfortunate in any club or social game. 
Even the suspicion of such an, act’ would 
produce conditions under which the game 
could not be successfully continued, and 
it is a strong argument against pirate 
that it is apt to produce such suspicions. 


2.—Mismated Hands. 


It is contended. that in the present 
game “two good heart hands never seem 
to come together, byt for some reason 
always appear to be opposed,” while in 
the new game the opposite is the case. 
That the statement of fact in this argu- 
ment~is not correct, as far as atiction 
bridge is concerned, is at once apparent, 
as every player can remember many in- 
stances*of partners being strong in the 
same declaration, and, therefore, being 
able-to bid it to a high figure. Nor can 
it be conceded that the new game will 
invariably bring the two strong hands 
together, as it is-always possible for one 
player to make a fake bid, hoping to be 
accepted by the holder of a strong hand, 
or a fake acceptance, hoping to share 
the spoils with a strong hand. Bidding 
of this kind may prevent the two strong 
hands from playing together,. as. with 
three-players showing strength in’ the 
declaration,- neither ofthe two really 
stuong can tell which is the fake bidder. 
It may, however, be safely conceded that 
in pirate“ mated” hands are much more 
apt to be partners than they are in 
auction, but that. this is.an objection to 
auction and an. advantage for pirate 
must be most seriously questioned. A 
game is undoubtedly more_ interesting 
when there is a contest in the play—not 
when every hand is a walkover. Were 
every hand a “showdown”. for a slam 
all of the science of the play and attrac- 
tion of the contest would be lost. The 
hands in auction which produce the max- 


imum of thrills, science, and interest are” 


those in which the declarer has a real 
battle, and it is not until the very end 
that it is determined whether he can 
fulfill his .contract.. This argument, 
therefore, is most distinctly of the 
boomerang variety. 


3.—Shorter Rubbers,

in auction (statistics. show that this 
happens to approximately 28 per cent. .of 
all declarations) will not be considered 
by. ninety-nine out. of ene hundred auc- 
tion. players as an objection to the ga.ce.

- without going game. The real fact is 


that the pirate rubbers are much longer; 
in some cases seemingly interminable. 


4—Liability for Partner’s Mistakes. 


The argument that: in ‘auction you 
suffer for the errors of a partner, and 
in pirate you-do not, is most:specions. 

While the declaration in pirate is on 
ati individual basis, the play is a partner- 
ship affair and each player suffers. just 
as in auction when his partner errs. He 
also may suffer by reason of some crazy 
bid made by the player who subsequently 
becomes his partner which was made, 
not; as in auction, to inform him, butte 
deceive him. 


5.—Un pleasant Comment. 


As stated in the answer to objection one, 
the bickering and faultfinding originally 


- incident to auction bridge are passing 


away with the systemizing of the declara- 
tion, but in pirate they must always.exist, 
as the declaration in a game in 

each player is considering himself only 
and trying to deceive rather than ‘to in- 
form the table, like the betting in poker, 
can never be governed by recognized 
rules, The character of the bidding in 


* pirate insures for it more-of this objec- 


tionable element than ever existed in auc- 
tion. For example: A player with a rea- 
sonably strong hand has his bid accepted 
by a player with al solute weakness, or a 
player with a strong hand accepts the 
fake bid of a player with weakness. Each 
of these cases is much more apt to pro- 
duce fauitfinding and bickering than any 
development in the declaration of the 
present-game. Another situation in the 
new game that may create unpleasant- 
ness is when one player doubles, thereby 
forcing the fourth player, who may not 
have bid anything, to become his partner; 
that fourth player attempts to get out of . 
it by making a higher bid but the doubler 
does not accept this avenue of escape; 
should the double be unsuccessful it cer- 
tainly opens the door for caustic com- 
ment. 
6.—Lack of Incentive. 


The argument that auction is not a 
good game for the ambitious is neither 
sound nor convincing. No auction player 
was ever heard to advance it or to object 
to having a partner win equally with him, 
since during the next rubber he may be 
the opponent of his former partner and 
be able to defeat him. There is absolute- 
ly nothing in this contention. 

That pirate is “a first rate game for 
the man who is of a gambling. tempéra- 
ment” is perfectly true, but in this re- 
spect it_has no advantage over auction, 

Tt ‘would, therefore, seem that an un- 


so successfully Answer the potent in- 


dictment which ‘the lovers of auction _ 


present against it. 
“Its declaration, while novel and at- 


tractive, must be admitted to lack the: 
science of the partnership bidding of- 


auction, to be unduly elongated and to 
produce situations both unfriendly’ and 


unclubby. 


Its play compared with auction in two- 
thirds of the hands is a joke. -Whenever

Wilfrid Wilson Gibson Says That the Young Men Who Try to 
oe ree Art from. the Tyranny of Convention Are at the Front 











LL. the young reviewers,” 
said Mr. Gibson, “have gone 
to the war. So the editors 
who want literary notices 
written give the books to 

their. maiden aunts. You can imagine 
the effect this has on criticism! ”- 

The Mr. Gibson who said this waa not 
Charles Dana of that ilk. It was Wil- 
frid Wilson Gibson, author of “Daily 
Bréad,” ‘“Womankind,” “Battle,” “and 
some twelve other books of verse, chiefly 
narrative, who was talking, as he sat 
inthe pleasant drawing room of Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, near Riverside Drive. 
Mr. Gibson is slender and smooth- 
shaven and very youthful in appearance 
amazingly youthful when one thinks 


of the large number of books he has - 


written. But the mystery became less 
a mystery when Mr. Gibson explained 
that le devoted all his time to writing 
verse, — 

Like every Eurcpean man of letters 
who comes to these shcres, Mr. Gibson 
had been asked what he observed to be 
the effect of the war on the literature 
of his country. But. unlike other Euro- 
pean men of letters, he did not answer 


in generalities; he gave a specific in-" 


stance of a change directly traceable to 
the war. 

“In England,” he said, “as in most 
other countries, reviewing was usnally 


- done by young men. And young men 


are,as a rule, rympathetic with new 
movements in art and literature. It is 
the young men who inaugurate thc new 
movements, who try to free art from 
the tyranny of convention and tradition. 


And the young men, when they are - 


writing criticism, welcome efforts to find 
new means of expressicn. 

“ But with the young reviewers in the 
trenches, or lying in the bloody wastes 
of No Man’s Land, the old reviewers 
come into their own. The books are 
given to men who can see beauty only in 
the traditional and academic sort of 
thing, and the result is an extraordinary 
change in the critical articles printed in 
the London reviews. 

-“J think that this is responsible for 
the belief that the war has changed the 
character of the poetry and prose being 
written in England, stopping all the 
new movements and causing a reaction 
to mid-Victorianism. People are saying 
and writing that when the authors get 
back from the war they will have no 
more interest in modernity, theré will be 
no more realism, no more Masefield, no 
more independent expression, nothing but 
a return to the academic standards. I 
do: not think that this is at all true; I 
think that it is an idea which has gained 
credence because old men are writing our 
criticisms. 2 - 

“T remember one case,” said Mr. Gib- 
gon with a smile, “ which admirably illus- 
trates what I have said.. A young writer 
of my acquaintance, a man very modern 
in his tastes, very sympathetic in his

Mr. Gibson, like Lascelles Abercrombie 
and Walter dela Mare, was an intimate 
friend of~ the’ late Rupert Brooke, in 
whose memory he has written more than 
one poem. Since Rupert Brooke won 
fame only after his tragic death, and 
since ‘his best work was directly the fruit 
of his martial experiences, Mr, Gibson’s 


. Views as to the war’s effect on the pro- 


duction of poetry are of special interest. 

“ Of coursé,” he said, “ the most seri- 
ous thing about the war’s effect on poetry 
is that the young men are being killed.

The representative of THE New-Yore 
Times -MAGAZINE asked Mr. Gibson to 
tell. what the younger poets of England 
were doing, now that the war has altered 
the ordinary course of English literary 
life. 

“Lascelles Abercrombie,”- he said, “is 
physically unfit for active service, so he 
is making munitions. He is physically 
unfit for this work, too, but he does it, 
nevertheless. Ralph Hodgson, who wrote 
“ The Bull,’ and- won the Polignac Prize a

People Reduced to Unspeakable Misery in Land That Was 
Seat of Jewish Spiritual Leadership for Nearly 











HE expulsien of the Jews from 

Spain in 1492 transferred the 

centre of Judaism from the 

Iberian Peninsula to the an- 

cient Empire of Poland. For 

nearly five hundred years 

Poland, using this term in its old geo- 

graphic connotation, has harbored the 

bulk of the Jewish people and has been 
the seat of its spiritual leadership. 

Protected by the Polish Kings, the 
Jews of Poland not only became a vital 
factor in the economic development of 
the country, but were able to evolve a 
culture of their own which has added a 
glorious page to the annals of Jewish 
history. With the emigration of the 
Jews from Polish territory, dae to perse- 
cution and discrimination on the part of 
its later masters, the influence of Polish- 
Jewish culture spread to other Jewries 
beyond the confines even of Europe. 

In happier climes, in the warming sun- 
shine of liberty, Polish-Jewish culture, 
brought into contact with modern life, has 
grown into a valuable factor in the spir- 
itual progress of humanity. 

The problem of Polish Jewry has not 
only an economic and political, but also 
an essentially cultural, aspect. It is not 
my intention here to deal with the former 

‘ phase of the-problem. The tragic para- 
dox of a people, naturally gifted and in- 
dustrious, reduced by artificial discrimi- 
nation to unspeakable economic misery, 
contains in itself the solution of the 
problem. I shall attempt, to point out, 
briefly, the more complicated, because 
less tangible, cultural bearing of the 
problem of Polish Jewry. 

The roots of this problem lie deep in 
history. The Jews are among the earli- 


est inhabitants of Poland. The ancient 


Polish sagas presuppose the existence of 
Jews in. prehistoric Poland; a Jew, by 
the name of Abraham Prokhovnik, is 
mentioned as having been offéred the 
Polish crown, which he declined in fa- 
vor of the wise Piast, the legendary pro- 
genitor of the Piast dynasty. 

The origin of these early Jewish set- 
tlers is still the subject of scientific dis- 
pute. Certain it is that this ancient 
Jewish element, which had possibly come 
from the East, was followed, beginning 
with the eleventh century, by a larger 
influx from the West, notably from Ger- 
many and the adjoining countries, which . 
decided the character of Polish Jewry 
and made it the leader of the Jews of 
Western Europe. 

The cultural development of Polish 
Jewry was determined by the peculiar 
social and economic structure of Poland. 
From the beginning until the end of her 
political existence Poland was a country 
of estates, sharply divided from one an- 
other in their interests and aspirations. 

In its primitive, purely agricultural - 

stage Poland possessed but two estates— 
the nobles who owned the soil and the 
serfs who tilled the soil for these their 
masters, It was sadly in need of a middle 
class ,to introduce and cultivate com- 
merce and handicrafts.

in large numbers and soon formed the 
backbone of the urban population. In 
conformity with the structure of the 
Polish State, they were segregated into 
&@ separate class, the estate of burghers 
or oppidani, and were granted the so- 
called Magdeburg Law, vouchsafing to 
them complete administrative and cul- 
tural autonomy within the municipalities 
founded or populated by them.

the advent of the Jews. Driven by in- 
human persecution and attracted by the 
prospect of a peaceful existence, the Jews 
of Germany and adjacent lands fled to 
Poland as a haven of refuge. They 
brought thither the remnants of their 


te the jurisdiction of non-Jewish law 
courts, and they placed the arm of the 
State at the disposal of the Kahal, to 
the point of granting it the right of pro- 
nouncing the death sentence upon its re- 
calcitrant members. : 

On the substructure of the autonomy 
of the Kahal, or the individual Jewish 
community, there gradually arose a 
widely ramified Jewish organization, 
capped by the Council of the Four Lands, 
(Waad Arba Aratzoth,) which com- 
prised the four great provinces of Po- 
land and was recognized by the authori- 
ties as the supreme representation of 
Polish Jewry under the official title Con- 
gressus Judaicus, or the Jewish Diet. 

This elaborate scheme of Jewish self- 
government continued practically until 
the end of the Polish Commonwealth. 
The Council of the Four Lands was dis- 
solved in 1764, six years before the first 
partition of Poland. The Kahal, or the 
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~Old and New Poland. 


wealth left to them by their persecutors, 
and with this wealth their commercial 
and financial genius, which soon made 
them a vital factor in the economic devel- 
opment of the new land. 

Shut out by their occupation from the 
older estates of the nobles and serfs, and 
by their religion from the rising estate 
of the burghers, the Jews of Poland were 
segregated into an estate of their own, 
and granted by the Polish rulers, who 
valued their services highly, an autono- 
mous organization, similar in character 
and extent to that of the German op- 
pidani.’ ; 

The beginnings of this autonomy may 
be traced as far back as 1264, when 
Prince Boleslav of Kalish conferred his 
famous statute of privileges upon the 
Jews of his principality. It was com- 
pleted by the decree of King Sigismund 
Augustus, issued on Aug. 13, 1551, which 
bestowed upon the Jewish Community, 
the Kahal, or Kehilla, the character of an 
independent municipal body, discharging 
not only religious and cultural, but also 
fiscal, administrative, and judicial func- 
tions. 

For a variety of reasons, which need 
not detain us here, the Kings of Poland, 

no less than the Jews, were anxious to 


of

individual Jewish community, survived a 
little longer. It was abolished in the 
Kingdom of Poland, corresponding to 
present-day Russian Poland, in 1822, and 
in the former Polish provinces occupied 
by Russia in 1844. The vast self-govern- 
ment of the Kahal was reduced to the 
narrow range of the purely congrega- 
tional affairs of Jewry. 

This century-long development as. an 
autonomous group, coupléd with its in- 
voluntary segregation from the rest of 
the population, laid its indelible impress 
upon the character of Polish Jewry. It 
was responsible for the extraordinary in- 
tensity of Jewish cultural life and for its 
entire isolation from the spiritual life of 
Poland. 

The intensity of Polish-Jewish culture 
finds few parallels, not only in the his- 
tory of Judaism, but im the annals

Bubsequently discarded in favor of a 
Ee shore modern form of dress. The char- 
2 ‘acteristic pietes of the traditional Polish- 


Jewish costume are still known by their 
ancient Polish names, and the peculiar 
fur cap, the -so-called. Shtraimel, which 
is regarded today as an unmistakable 
token of tzid Jewish orthodoxy, can be 
shown to have been worn at one time by 
the Christian clerxy of Poland. 

But the Church no less than the nobles 
was bitterly opposed to this similarity of. 
external appearance between the Jews 
and the Christians. .A number of enact- 
ments passed by the former at its.Synods, 
and by the latter in their Diets, compelled 
the Jews at last to adopt, or rather to 
retain, their distinct form of dress. 

In the course of time the antiquarian 
costume of the Jews became surrounded 
in their eyes with the halo of religious 
sanetion, and when in the nineteenth 
century the Polish Government, in the 
curtailed-Kingdom of Poland, and the 
Russian Government, in the Polish prov- 
inces oceupied by it, demanded, with a 
sudden turn of policy, a change of dress 
on the part of the Jews, they. met with a 
stubborn refusal. 

The transitory character of this exter- 


nal factor in the life of Polish Jewry may - 


be gauged from the fact that the same 
Polish Jews, when settling in other coun- 
tries where they are allowed to follow 
their natural inclinations, lose no time in 
ridding themselves of this historic sign of 
discrimination foisted upon them by the 
prejudices of their neighbors. 

The same applies to a more important, 
perhaps the most important, aspect of the 
PolishJewish problem, thé peculiar ver- 
nacular which the Polish Jews brought 
with them centuries age-from their Ger- 
man homelands, and, in their overwhelm- 
ing majority, continue to speak today. 

Ever since their dispersion the Jews 
have been a bilingual people. While re- 
maining faithful to their ancient national 
tongue, the Hebrew, as the vehicle of 
their religious and spiritual self-expres- 
sion, the Jews have always spoken the 
language of the nation in whose midst 
they dwelt. There is scarcely a lan- 
guage of civilized humanity which at one 
time or. another was not used by the 
Jews as their vernacular. 

The same is true of Poland. According 
to a theory upheld by many prominent 
authorities, the Jews of early. Poland 
spoke a Slavonian dialect, and there are 
traces of a literary use of the Polish lan- 
guage by Jews in the sixteenth century 
and later. The responsibility for the 
preservation of the ancient German dia- 
lect in the midst of the Polish environ- 
ment does not rest with the Jews. 

“Two factors, a positive and a negative 
one, actount for this peculiar linguistic 
survival. The policy of isolation ruth- 
lessly pursued by the Polish estates acted 
as a positive encouragement to the Jews 
to retain and cultivate their - -ustomed 
speech. No less.important wa. .ne nega- 
tive factor,-the lack of a strong linguistic 
pressure from the outside. 

The Polish language reached the ma- 
turity of a national and cultural. factor 
at a comparatively late date in the-de- 
velopment of the ‘Polish people. For a 
long time German remained the language 
of the burgher class, and was spoken 
in their churches and law courts. And 
even among the other estates it was not 
Polish but Latin which during the greater 
part of Polish history served as the me- 
dium of cultural life. 

In the sixteenth century, to quote the 
words of.a contemporary; there were 
“ more -Latinists. in’ Poland. than there 
used to be in Latium,” and the English

as Mendele Mokher Sforim; Sholom 


Aleichem, Peretz, and a- host. of others;

exponents of European literature. The 
Yiddish press sprang up and became a 
powerful civilizing agency among ‘the 
Jews of Poland. 

The extent of its influence may be 
gathered from the fact, which is pointed 
out reproachfully-by the Poles, that: the 
leading Yiddish newspaper of Warsaw 
only a few years ago commanded a larger 
circulation than that of all the Polish 
newspapers combined. 

Here, again, the true place of Yiddish 
in the-life of the Jews, which among the 
masses of Polish Jewry has assumed a 
semi-religious character, may be illus- 
trated by the attitudé of the Polish. Jews 
who settle outside of Poland. To quote 
an example near at hand, the Polish- 
Jewish immigrants in this free land, 
while naturally loving the tongue in 
which for more than six hundréd years 
they have enshrined their woes and joys, 
and while retaining it as a convenient 


medium of expression, are eager, . prob-- 


ably to a greater extent than any other 
section of: foreigners, to adopt the lan- 
guage of the new environment. The

‘The existence on Polish territory of an 
element distinct in its culture and mode

a problem of serious magnitude. It 
is a problem not only for the Poles who 
are approaching the realization of their 
national and cultural aspirations, ~ but 
also for the Polish Jews who feelthem- 
selves part and parcel. of the country in 
which they have lived and’ developed 
from. the very dawn of its history, and 


-who yet.have the legitimate desire to

_The problem cannot be solved by brutal 
force atid by the destruction of old‘ cul- 
tural values, It can be solved only by 
mutual ‘sympathy and toleration, and by 


-@ sincere desire for an equitable ‘adjust-. 


ment. Such .an adjustment is bound to. 
be reached when both sides, discarding 
the prejudice and mistrust of a sad past, 
will strive for it in the spirit of equality 
and fraternity. 

The great Polish poet, Adam Mickie- 
wicz, spoke of the Poles and the Jews 
as the two martyr nations which re- 
sembled one another in the intensity, of 
their past sufferings and the brightness 
of their future prospects, and he. pas- 
sionately appealed to his fellow-Poles to 
work shoulder to shoulder with “ Israel, 
the elder brother,” for the consummation 
of their common destiny. 

The Jews of Poland, despite all dis- 
crimination and isolation, have always 
been faithful citizens of the land which 
sheltered them and the best they pos- 
sessed for so many centuries; they have 


fought side by side with the Poles in the -. 


many sad crises of modern Polish his- 
tory. “Israel, the elder brother,” is 
ready to.consecrate the best that is in 
him to the upbuilding of a free and | 
happy Poland. And Polish Jewry can 
only give its best when it will give its 
whole natural and historic strength, and 
not a soulless and lifeless reflection of 
its real self.

The Countess of Warwick Tells of the Need of a Modern Peter the Her- 
mit, and the Baroness T’Serclaes Describes Her Experiences in Belgium 


A WOMAN AND THE WAR. By the Countess of Warwick. New 
York: George H. Doran Company. $2. 


Y her rather ambiguous and not very interesting 
B title Lady Warwick lets the prospective reader 

know that the book aims to envisage various 
phases of the world war and of its consequences as they 
look to an English woman deeply concerned with the 
bettering of life on this planet. She might perhaps have 
called it “ Wanted: A Twentieth Century Peter the Her- 
mit,” a9 profound is her conviction as to the wrongfulnels 
of the niajor part of modern civilization, the utter wicked- 
mess and waste of war, and the need of moral regenera- 
tion. Indeed, she says in one of the two dozen and more 
papers that comprise the book that “ What the world 


really needs is a modern Peter the Hermit, or two, in- 


every country of Europe, to preach the crusade of Chris- 
tianity, to bring home to the world at large the real 
price of war.” 

Apparently all, or most, of the essays have had pub- 
lication at various times in English periodicals as some 
phase or crisis of affairs stirred the author to protest. 
They voice}: without doubt, the convictions of many 
another of her fellow-countrymen who will be glad te 
have their ideas spoken for them not only at home but 
carried across the ocean to this country. And all the 
people of the United States who continue to be sane will 
be glad of their publication here and will hope that the 
keen intelligence and farsighted vision of the author will 
have some effect upon those Americans who are too much 
absorbed in their dervish-dancing in praise of the slaughter 
that is going on in Europe and in urging it to go on to 
Go any clear thinking for themselves. 

The Countess of Warwick has long been known on 
both sides of the Atlantic as one of the ablest women in 
England. Notwithstanding all the restraining conserva- 
tive forces of the social order to which she belongs she 
has thought her way out of it, intellectually speaking, and 
she has also done an unusual amount of constructive 
thinking and working, as the agricultural and technical 
gachools she has established will bear witness. Not only 
her position, her studies, and her intelligence, but her 
friendships also have given her a knowledge and a range 
of view that make her ideas of consequence. For she 
has known well most of the leaders of Europe for the last 
generation, royal and other, and has discussed with them 
in intimate conversation the affairs of statecraft and the 
tendencies of civilization. King Edward, both as Prince of 


‘Wales and as monarch, was among her intimate friends,” 


and in the opening paper of her book she sets forth her 
belief that if he had lived until the present time there 
would have been no European war. The article has for 
its purpose the confuting of the assertions by German 
writers that he devoted his political sagacity to the task 
of isolating Germany, that he sought the destruction of the 
German Empire, and that out of that policy grew the 
necessity for the present war. She goes into considerable 
detail as to his attitude toward Germany, speaking, she 
says, only what-she knows to be true, and his feeling 
toward war, and she declares that,“ The immense personal 
influence he wielded would have been thrown into the 
scales on the side of peate * * * and there is not one 
among the Fulers of Europe who would mot have listened’) 
when he spoke.” 

Lady Warwick testifies quite frealy to the difficulties 
which have fallen upon free speech—which all English- 
speaking people have for so long considered the surest 
palladium of thetr liberties--in Cngiand during these days 
ef war and, indeed, speaks so freely about ft that one 
wonders @ little that her own werds exsped the censor. 
“It becomes,” she says, “ increasingly difficult to speak 
one’s mind In England today, even though one has ne 
peace scheme to propound and no efficient public servant 
to criticiees. Liberty has vaeated her throne, or as much 
ef it as Privilege would ever allow her to occupy, and the 
Defence of the Realm act has taken her piace.” Consider. 
ing the aristocratic order in which Lady Warwick has 
always lived, perhaps the most surprising thing about 
her book is the intense democracy which fires her heart 
end inspires her pen. Again and again she returns te 
the conviction that fm the masses of the people is te be 
feund the sanity that will heal the wounds of the war 





and, if it can gain sufficient power, prevent the recur- 
rence of such conflicts. And she looks hopefully to the 
United States for help in reconstituting the European 
world once the war its finished. Her sane and earnest 
‘words on that subject deserve the attention of those por- 


_ tions of the American people who have gone far toward 


forgetting during the last two years that they are Amer- 
fcans, She refers to the United States as “an island of 
sanity set in a raging sea of madness,” and says that it 
is “the only great power left to read the lessons of 


world-war without prejudice.” She hopes “ the 
United States will not be drawn into war,” because “ there 
the workers of Europe are already beginning to look 
for guidance, direction, help, and actual co-operation in 
the ultimate struggle for freedom, that when war is over 
they may combat the yet worse evils around them.” 
Much of the book is devoted to the influence of the 
war upon the status and the prospects of women and 
upon its effect upon children. In one of the articles deal- 
fing with the question of the use of child labor on the 
land in England, which had been urged, or accepted, as 
& necessity of the times, her pen grows hot and scorching, 
and she asks why the little ones of the poor who havs 
never been strengthened by nourishing food and hygienic 
homes’ should bear this burden. Then she suggests that 
if children must do this work it could much better be 
put into the hands ‘of the lads of the great schools, such 
as Eton, Harrow, Rugby, and others, and exclaims, 
* Let us be democratic in deeds aswell as words.” Then 
she goes on to say that the ads and men in the racing 
stables and the caddies of legions of golf clubs.might be 
‘ect at this- work, as alse might the game keepers and

In an article on “ War anf Marriage” Lady Warwick

But she has faith that the 
democracies of the world will join hands for the preven- 
tion of such conflicts in the future, and in one of the 
articles she sets forth a scheme for teaching the next 
generation so clearly the horrers of war that it will have 
none of it during its lifetime. In one of the. most clear- 
sighted and suggestive of all the essays, “ The Greatest 
. Fight of All,” she shows how difficult it will be after the - 
war to work for the real advance of civilization in « 
world in which “the whole mental currency will have 
suffered debasement,” and urges li who believe in democ- 
racy to undertake the task. 

While one may not always agree with the author’s 
point of view or her conclusions, most of the book is se 
sane, so clear-sighted, so keenly intelligent, and so ardent 
in its feeling that it is well worth the reading of all who

T the very beginning of the war there went from 
England to Belgium a corps of ambulance workers 

that included Mrs. Knocker and Miss Mairi Chisholm, the 
two women whose work is described in this book. The 
former met a Lieutenant in the Belgian aviation service 
and fhe meeting proved a case of love at first sight on 
both sides. And so they were married a year ago and, the 
Baroness then taking up different duties and responsibili- 
ties, Miss Chisholmn’s father went to the front to accom- 
pany and aid his daughter. In that first ambulance corps 
went also Miss May Sinclair, who proved not te have the 
kind of nerves necessary for enduring hours and days of’ 
bombardment and the strain of day and night attendance 
upon wounded soldiers. So Miss Sinclair went home and 
‘wrote one of the early war books. The corps contained 
also Lady Dorothy Fielding, who did have the riglit kind 
of nerves, and who won during many following. months 
the admiring comment of eyewitness officials and news- 
paper correspondénts because of thé utter dauntlessness 
with which she would run her automobile over a battle. 
field, picking up the wounded while the shrapnel still 


4 spattered roundabout and the shells were still bursting 


here and there. 

Mrs. Knocker and Miss Chisholm also had the neces. 
sary kind of nerves, and this volume, even after the hun- 
dreds of war books with all their tales of horrors endured 
with courage, stands out as a wonderful record of brave 
and efficient service. After some weeks of varied duties 
on the Belgian front in which they demonstrated their 
Possession of nerves of stee] and their usefulness they 
were allowed to establish themselves in a cellar at Pervyse, 
@ shattered village between Dixmude and Nieuport, close 
to the trenches, where they gave first aid dressing to the 
wounded’ and made soup, chocolate, and tea for the wet 
and shivering soldiers. When in March, 1915, an order 
‘was made by the commianders of the allied armies forbide 
ding women at the firing line these two were excepted by 
name, and were allowed to remain. Their cellar abode 
was twelve feet by ten, they slept on straw in their clothes, - 
they. were almost constantly under fire, they were twice 
shelled out and had to find other quarters, they had te 
attend, at any hour of the day or night, to wounds of 
any and every sort, they dug up potatoes and other food 
from the neighboring farms, often with the shrapnel! fall- 
ing aroufid them. When they entered the work Miss 
Chisholm, a Scot, was but 18, and the other, who was 
a widow, was only a few years older. They have raised 
money for their work by occasionally dashing -back te 
Engiand and lecturing ‘upon what they were doing. The 
military authorities have found that ft fs of very con. 
siderable value because the soldiers are much more likely 
te recover when treated for, shock and gives some first 
aid soon after they are hit. 

The two women, both of whom have been decorated by 
King Albert, have allowed this narrative te be written 
of their work in the hope that thereby some knowledge 
of it. and of their needs will reach a larger circle. The

REVENTED by years and consequent 
disabilities, for he is past seventy, from 
taking active part in the war at the front, 
M. Boutroux, famous French philosopher 
and b the Acad » has turned his 
intellect and his pen to the “attempt to dis- 
gover some reason in the life and spirit and 
thought of Germany for her part in the ex- 
Plosion which is shaking the world, in order 
that his own people and other nations also 
May see those causes more clearly. His 
study of German philosophy and its influence 
upon the life of the German nation has con- 
vineed him that in the teaciifngs of some of 
her greatest: thinkers are to‘ be found the 
roots of ‘the present war and the causes of 
the brutality and ruthlessness with which 
it was initiated and has been conducted. He 
thinks Fichte to have been important among 
those influences and the ‘‘ Speeches to the 
German Nation *’ which he delivered before 
the University,of Berlin in the Winter of 
1807-8 to have had -very ‘great effect. M. 
Boutroux thus summarizes Fichte’s message 
at that time to the German people: 
rinelple. of verea fs that the su-

M.. Boutroux examines closely the develop- 
ment of this philosophy and its influence upon 
the German people and finds a “‘ clear iden- 
tity "’ between the consequences of the doc- 
trine and the characteristics of the present 
war. He concludes also that it is the ten- 
dency of German culture, based upon and 
impregnated by these ideas and absorbed by 
fits worship of materialistic science, .“ to 
intensify and. increase its original brutality 
indefinitely."’ 

The essence of M. boutroux’s volume is 
that it shows that the present-day doc- 
trines of the German nation, its method of 
warfare and its repudiation of moral obliga- 
tiong between ‘nations, far from being the 
outcome of the principles and influence of 
apart of the nation, are the direct and in- 
evitable result:of the teachings of her great- 
st thinkers which have been absorbed by 
her people and-made a part of her very life 
“The present war," remarks M. Boutroux 
as a tinal comment upon the results of b 
study, “has again brought into the fore- 
ground the problem of the relations be- 
tween thought and action. There is no prob- 
lem that is more difficult, perhaps, though 
at the same time more important for man- 
kind.”* 

Here and there in the book one gets just 
a_glimpse ofthe wonder and chagrin with 
which the rest of the world is beginning to 
regard itself because it did not long ago 
recognise whither the teachings pf German 
Philosophy were tending and what were the 
shortcomings of German. thinking and inves- 
tigation and methods of research and edu- 
cation. If at some future day M. Boutroux 
would tell us why the rest of;the world ac- 
cepted Germany for so many years at her 
own valuation it would be as real a service 
to civilization as is this present volume.

E. B. F.—Please give me through 
your columns the significance of 
the Flitch of Bacon which appears 
in a famous etghing of a wedding procession 
-on its way to the church. The couple to be 
married “are on a horse, the bride on a 
‘pillion, and in front of them is'a young man 
carrying the flitch of bacon; I know there's 
" _gome’ legend, but am not sure just what 
~~ it is. fi 
The iegend-about which our correspondent 
inquires is known as the Dunmow Fiitch of 
Bacon. It is said to have really originated 
ina’ joke on the part of. the monks of 
Dunmow Priory in Essex, England, in the 
year 1244. ‘The monks, of course living a 
life, tea the idea that-any newly 
married couple could live together happily 
and without quarreling for any length of 
time. _ So to prove their contention Robert 
de Fitzwalter offered a prize fesse the fol- 
lowing conditions: ‘‘ That ver mar- 
ried couple will go to the priory &nd, kneel- 
ing on two sharp pointed stones, will swear 
that they have not quarreled nor repented 
of their marriage within a year and a day 
after its celebration-shall receive a flitch of 
bacon.” It is said that 200 years elapsed 
before any young couple put ina claim for 
the prize. The bacon was first claimed in 
1445.. When the Dunmow Priory was dis- 
solved during the reign of Henry VIII. the 
lands fell into the hands of a secular pro- 
prieter who inued the custom of offering 
the prize of the Dunmow Fiitch under the 
game conditions as had been originally pre- 
scribed by the monks under Robert de Fits- 
walter. Only five les were a the 
prize up to 1751,. and the flitch was not 
again claimed until 1855. There were seven 
awards made from 1860 to 1891, and a num- 
ber of awards have been made since then. 
‘Andrews’s History of the Dunmow Flitch 
was published in London in 1887. -

Governor SraNier of , Kentucky, 
who took a special train Wednesday 
from the State capital to the town 
where’ a mob thirsted to lynch a 
negro accused of killing .a white 
man, and threatened to lynch the 
Judge and Prosecuting Attorney in 
jthe case because the trial of the negro 
Was postponed, did a good day’s work 
for the reputation of his State. He 
at once appointed seventy-five dep- 
uties. ‘He told the mob that he was 
going to protect the law “and , the 
court with his “own body, ff. neces- 
sary.” Kentuckians - admire. cour- 
age.

Fifth Aveniie Association Urges Com- | 
prehérisive Study of Problem. 


Calling .the “traffic conditions, .. with 
the "excessive: congeation in’ many of 
the chief thoroughfares, the. most se- 
rrious' problem” before the city today, 
the Directors of the Fifth Avenue .As- 
sociation, of which.

WEST MAY GET TE TENNIS DUEL 


Murray, Behr, and AP Armstrong Sug- 
gested to Make Trip—Other News. 

The proposal from the. Pacific Coast 
Tennis Association in favor of holding 
an East vs. West series. on the Coast 
next .Spring, upon the return of George 
M. Church and Harold Throckmorton 
from the Orient, is finding favor among 
those in charge of tennis activities in 
this section, and an endeavor is now 
being made to find two men to go to 
the Coast to. complete the Eastern team, 
According to Dr. Sumner. Hardy, a team 
of at least four will be necessary for 
such a series; othérwise the participa- 
tion of Church and Throckmorton will 
be limited to exhibition matches. 

Three prominent players, two of them 
those who have competed in East vs. 
West series, are being mentioned by 
those. who haye charge ‘of “sending thé 
complement of players to complete the 
Eastern team. The men named are 
Robert Lindley Murray, fourth ranking 
player of the country; Karl Behr, who 
was among the first ten a year ago 
and a contestant in the last East vs.

Individual All-Around: Title Con- 


test to be Feature of Games. - 
in Urbana, Iil.-- 


Western Conference athletes aro fol- 
lowing the lead of the Intercollegiate 


4 Association of Amateur Athletes* of 


America in announcing an indoor relay 
carnival, to be held under the auspices 
of the Athletic Association of the. Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Urbana, Ill.,.on 
March 8. This is the same date selected 
by the I. C. A. A. A. A; for its third 
anhual indoor. meeting, which ‘this year 
will take place: at Philadelphia. -The 
Western fixtufe, though it has four re- 
lay events on the program, will include 
more individual competitive events than 
the meet in the Hast,’ where the idea 
has been to encourage athletes qf mod- 
erate ability by.a series of group com- 
petitions.

OTHER ATHLETIC NEWS. 

Local officials who attended ‘the junior 
indoor championship meet of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union at Buffalo’ hold the 
opinion that, although the experiment of 
holding the games outside of New York 
City redounded to the credit of the Buf- 
falonians, it also served to emphasize the 
fact that the Middle West is lacking in 
the support that ought to be accorded 
athletic competitions of a national char- 
acter. One of the reasons for taking the 
meet away from this city was to give 
greater opportunity for the juniors of the 
West to displdy their ability against the 
best of the younger division in the East. 
It was-as easy for the youths of Chicago 
to make the jump to Buffalo as it ‘was 
for those ih the metropolitan district, yet 
with the exception of the Illinois relay 
team, which had part of its expenses 
paid, there was no ‘representation from 
Chicago or other Middle West cities.
